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THE BEAST MARCHES ON 


THE “long period of peace” so recently promised by Herr 
HitLer has been rudely disturbed. Under his shock tactics. the 
Republic of Czecho-Slovakia has, almost overnight, disappeared 
from the European map and German troops have occupied iis 
capital, The democracies, lured into growing complacency by the 
Fiihrer’s peace language, have once again been taken by surprise. 
They had little cause for it. .At Munich a free hand was granted 
to Germany in Central and Eastern Europe. It was unreasonable 


to suppose that she would not, in due course, make the most of 


it, From the start, in fact, she has, politically and economically, 
been pressing her triumph, and the gradual subjection of Czecho- 
Slovakia has been so evident that the only real occasion for 
Surprise is that she should have thought it necessary to clinch her 
triumph by methods of such brutal and barefaced violence. 

Once determined on this course, she has proceeded along the 
lines of the old technique, which had proved so effective in the 
past that their repetition might have been expected. The lies and 
incitement were set going by wireless. The German press grew 
suddenly excited over alleged grievances of the German minority, 
proclaiming the existence of a “ terror’’ in headlines which sug- 
gested that the printing type of similar announcements at the timo 
of the September crisis had been !eft standing for the next 
occasion, The Slovakian Premier was called to Berlin, just 
as the ill-fated Austrian Chancellor was summoned to Berchtes- 
gaden, though he came as a suppliant and was not, like Von 
SCHUSCHNIGG, summoned like a criminal. And finally, after an 
ultimatum of the familiar Prussian pattern, an army was sent 
with the hypocritical mission to stop the “‘ disorder ’’ which it had 
been deliberately sought to provoke. 
same old methods over again, planned, we all know, well in advance, 
Even the old indecently threadbare excuse has, irony of ironies, been 
advanced, The dismemberment of Czecho-Slovakia, it declares,*is 


_ justified on the ground of the right of self-determination of its 


component parts—those fragments now destined to the miserable 
Status of German vassalage.

astonished at what has happened. At the risk of being met with 
the false charge of war-mongering, these columns have exposed the 
dangers fundamentally inherent ia Nazi anti-Semitism and inthe 
Nazi mentality which produced it. They have warned the complacent 
and the indifferent that the defiance of justice could not and would 
not be confined to Jews alone ; that the reckless use of brute force 
would not be applied to them exclusively ; that the violation of 
solemn promises, illustrated in the.moving tragedy of German 
Jewry, could not but be repeated in the wider world of international 
relationships, and that the carte blanche given to trample upon 
Jewish freedom would be followed by assaults on the liberties of 
other peoples. These. prognostications have proved only too 
tragically correct. Austria groans to-day under the Nazi despotism. 
The Czech nation, with nothing between it and national extinction 
but the ridiculous “protection ’’ of the Reich, lies prone and bleeding, 
under the Nazi heel. Neighbouring countries are trembling for 
their independence ‘under the shadow of that spreading 
tree’’ (German “ protection“), says one commentator, “ inde- 
pendence and liberty seem doomed to wither.’ Pledges, such 
as that which declared that only the reunion of Germans was 
sought and not domination of foreign peoples, have been cynically 
torn to bits. And the whole world is now asking : “ What next?’’ 
and feverishly arming to the teeth. It is a day of humiliation for 
the nations. It should be also one of bitter remorse. Realising, 
as we did, that anti-Semitic brutality was only the symptom of a 
menacing and deadly mentality, we urged that it should be treated 
in this light, as a question of world peace. Our words and the 
words of others went, of course, unheeded. Now, even though it 
is, aS many think, almost too late, let us hope they will at last be 
justly appraised. 
The situation new opened up is one of general anxiety. The 
future, and not necessarily the distant future, ts desperately over- 
clouded. Germany has thrown off the mask and has openly 
~mbarked on a course of foreign conquest. For Jews especially 
his offers a prospect heavy indeed with care. In the short 
space of a single year, we have seen not only our 200,000 
Austrian coreligionists pass into racking servitude, but also 
the 350,000 Jews of Czecho-Slovakia brought to the same fate 
Wherever the hoofs of the Nazi beast have trodden, they have 
left behind the marks of Jewish suffering. Ahead lies HITLER ’s 
goal, the Ukraine, now, more than ever, revealed as the Nazi 
objective. Between it. on a more or less direct path, and the 
present stage of the advance lie the three million Jews 
of Poland, the 450,000 of Hungary, the 800,000 of Rumania, 
and perhaps ultimately the Yugoslavia too, Already 
most of them have felt the dl of Nazi propaganda 
and even more What are they to 
expect as the castward drive continues and its pace is 
accelerated? The threatened countries may combine against the 
oncoming danger. They may, at last, wake up to the fact that the 
exciting of domestic enmities ts not the best way to confront it. 
Poland, in particular, in whose army every tenth man is a Jew, 
and whose statesmen realise that overthrow in wart would mean 
not only defeat on the battlefield but a repetition of their country’s 
former dismemberment, may. grow more alive to the imperative 
necessity of nationat union, Indeed, there has been, from time to 
time, an impression that under the encroaching shadow of the 
Swastika this appreciation of realities has already begun to assert 
itself. It was, at any rate, noted that when the Polish students 
sallied forth into the streets of Warsaw to demonstrate against the 
treatment of their colleagues in Danzig the anti-Jewish cries, 
familiar on such occasions, were strangely conspicuous. by their 
absence. But all this, the best that can be said, is in the realm 
of speculation. What we know for certain is that the relentless 
march of Nazism has never spelt anything but agony for the Jews 
in its path, for the Nazis carry Jew-hatred in their very breath, 
just as poisonous swamps give forth disease. 
In these uncertain and anxious circumstances, some vigorous 
planning for the refugees is now urgently called for. But the 
weeks and the months go by, and even provision for the existing 
refugee hosts drags tragically. This situation, we say frankly, ts 
a dark blot on contemporary civilisation. If rearmament against 
brutal aggression is right, as it assuredly is, ought not a far-seeing 
statesmanship also to make provision against one of the most 
portentous results of aggression? Must hundreds of thousands, 
perhaps millions, of unfortunate fellow-beings be doomed, some 
to hunger in new no-man’s-lands, some to die of torture in the 
land of their birth? Humanity, religion, every prompting of the 
spirit that we treasure most dearly—to say nothing of self-interest 
which cannot disregard such a thing as refugee man-power when 
faced by Teutonic hordes—demands a reply to that question,

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NOTES OF THE WEEK 


PALESTINE CONFERENCES—FINAL STAGE 

Tue Palestine Conferences have reached a terminal stage as regards 
the tripartite discussions. The Government have presented to Jews and 
Arabs their final offer of what they deem to be a basis for Arab-Jewish 
discussion. If this proffered basis should prove unacceptable for this 
purpose by either Arabs or Jews or both, the Government will proceed 
to issue, next week, a statement of the policy which it proposes, after 
Parliamentary and League endorsement, to implement. The procedure 
of the Conferences has precluded the publication of the actual details 
of the Government's proffered basis, and Mr, MacDonald has stated 
that, in the event of its rejection, the Government's policy, to be 
declared next week, may differ in certain respects from this suggested 
basis for discussion. But enough has been made public of the Govern- 
mient’s suggestions to indicate that they are complicated and that they 
have every appearance of bristling with difficulties if ever they had to 
be translated into practice. 


PRINCIPLES AND PLEDGES | 
Nor the least difficulty in appraising the Government's sugges’gyns 
is that the various versions differ in certain points which, alihough 
apparently details, are in fact of supreme importance. It 1s, there- 
fore, possible only to discuss those features which clearly confirm 
certain matters of principle. The right of Jews to immigrate into 
Palestine subject only to the limits of economic absorptive capacity, 
which is clearly challenged by the Government's proposals, is one 
which the Jewish delegates cannot possibly relinquish. This right has 
been disregarded during recent years and, of course, it is impossible 
for Jews to enforce it. But in no circumstances can they abandon 
it however much duress may deprive them of its enjoyment. Indeed, 
any scheme which would in practice result in a.sertous and permanent 
breach of .Britain’s undertakings as indicated in the Balfour Declara- 
tion and the Mandate could not be considered by Jewish represen- 
tatives and still less by those who still hold dear the honour of this 
country. 


A TIMELY WARNING 

THE events of this week in Europe give a terrible emphasis to the 
words of Mr. Duff Cooper, reported elsewhere in thts issue. In the 
interests of Britain, he said, “it should be made abundantly clear, if 
anybody now is beginning to doubt it, that our word is our bond and 
that we will carry out what we promised.” And he stressed the import- 
ance of Britain's making it clear. not only to the inhabitants of 
Palestine but to people throughout the world, that British policy was 
not to be deflected one inch by the use of force and methods of 
barbarism. The Government will be wel! advised to ponder these 
words when drawing up its final policy for Palestine, and to remember 
that yielding to gunmen’s demands may be as bad politics as it is bad 
ethics. But at the same time there is not, and never has been, serious 
Jew.sh objection to helping the Government, even at heavy cost to 
Jews, to meet genuine difficulties in the administration of Palestine.

THE LATEST NAZI ABOMINATION 

ACCORDING to information which has reached this office. the television 
stations in Hamburg and Berlin have introduced a “ Jewish Hour,” in 
which pictures of alleged ritual murders of Christian children by Jews 
are shown, as well as demonstrations of the supposed cruelty—over 
and over again disproved—of the Jewish method of slaughter. As 
though this were not enough, nests of alleged Jewish criminals are. 
also “screened,” and, to make the whole “hour” as disgusting and 
revolting as human malignity can contrive. it has been placed under 
the direction of the arch-slanderer himself, Herr Streicher. Now if this 
sort of garbage were confined to the STUERMER and its limited circula- 
lion, it would be sufficiently serious. But that it should be offered, 
presumably with more or less official acquiescence, through a great 
channel of public information passes even the farthest bounds of 
Nazi depravity as hitherto displayed, and makes the suggestion of a 
German return to the Dark Ages an insult to those somewhat maligned 
times. The utter impotence of German Jews, pilloried by these 
scurrilous slanders, imparts an element of deep pathos to the situation. 
But we have to ask, once again, whether the conscience of the civilised 
world can really pass by such an outrage in silence, Does the rotting 
of human relationships in this dastardly manner mean nothing to 
peoples not gone raving mad with hate? We venture to bring this 
horrible incident to the urgent attention of our contemporaries. At 
Jeast they have an honourable tradition of humanity and sanity to 


preserve, and no interest in the perpetuation of the poisonous

UNORGANISED LONDON | 

At a Bnai Brith function in Glasgow: Jast week, Sir Maurice Bloch 
drew a comparison between the Metropolis and the country which 
was not exactly favourable to the London Jewish Community. in 
Glasgow, he said, whether the cause was Zionism or charity, virtual!y 
the whole of the Community lent it support. But London had failed. 
as he put it, to “find a common denominator.” In other words 
the country was closely organised; the capital city was not. But 
does not this leave out of account one or two salient considerations ’ 
After all, it is eas:er to organise a Community of 15,000, like that o! 
the Scottish city, than one of over 200,000, like that of London. !t 
is More compact, and touch is therefore more easily gained and main- 
tained with its members. Nor are Jews the only ones to find a “ com- 
mon denominator” difficult in a vast.sprawling city spread over two 
sides of a river, with many citizens on one side knowing very little ot 
those on the other, and even, a writer once thought, speaking with a 
different accent. At the same time, under a distinct appearance o! 
over-organisation, gaps in the organisation of the London Commuani(y 
are admittedly detectable. Sir Maurice put his finger on one of them 
when he pointed to the sources of communal revenue which remain 
untapped. Mr. Neville Laski, who followed him, agreed that the 
proportion of Londoners who contribute to the good works of the 
Community is small as compared with that in the Provinces. For that 
complaint—-an old one—a remedy will have to be found some day. 
and the sooner the better. Mcanwhile it would seem that even Glasgow 
has its critics—and Glaswegians at that—for the meeting of the Repre- 
sentative Council heard some scathing strictures of just the kind o! 
communal shortcomings which are laid at the capital's door. But, of 
course, Glasgow's faults are not in London’s favour—they certainly 
do not reduce the value of Sir Maurice's remarks.

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HERE AND THERE 


By WATCHMAN 
The Jewish ** Last Post” 


For impressive ceremonial one must hand the palm to 
the Sefardic Community. Never have I witnessed rites so marked by 
this quality as those which accompanied the obsequies of Dr. Gaster 
in the Synagogue prior to the interment. They touched the imagina- 
tion, and yet never lost their quiet, moving dignity—the lighted 


candles on the coffin, the open book with its yellowed 


leaves that lay at its head, the measured tones of the Minister's 


eloquent tribute, inspired by grief always held under control, and 
then the final scene before the body passed on again on its last 
journey. The shrill notes of the Shofar tore the deep silence. It was 
the Jewish “ Last Post,” but filled with a strenuous, rousing, and com- 
pelling appeal that must have penetrated the hearts and consciences 
of the mourning throng. That intense moment must remain for ever 
unforgettable by all who experienced it. Then the coffin, followed 
by the chanting Hazan and by long files of mourners, was 
taken slowly, ever so slowly, out into the early spring sun and back 
to the hearse, and lighted candles later heralded its approach to its 
eternal resting place. No one could have doubted that a prince and a 
great man had that day fallen tn Israel. 
* 

Are They Mad? 

The extraordinary speeches of leading Germans over the last week- 
end really suggest this question. For instance, the Commander- 
in-Chief of the Reich’s Navy, General-Admiral Raeder, declaring 
that his country meeded a new, true peace, a peace 


justice and honour, a peace without hate. went on to announce 
not merely that, as willed by the Fihhrer, the. German armed 


forces must be strengthened but that where an advantage had been 
gained it would be held—a not very peaceful statement. On the same 
day, what are described as urgent claims for an increase of German 
territory were put forward by Dr. Ley, the Leader of the Labour Front, 
who was recently cordially received in this country. and others. In 
words which form a bewildering commentary on the General-Admiral’s 
plea for “a peace without hate,” he proclaimed that there could be 
no compromise on the territorial demands. “If the Jews succeed 
in cheating us, the repudiation of the Treaty of Versailles will be child's 
play to what we will then do. Then the Jews throughout the world 
must be destroyed.” In other words, if Germany does not receive back 
her colonies, it will be all the fault of the Jews, who must then look 
forward to being wiped out for their offence! Is this the remark of 
a sane statesman, with whom other countries can have reasonable 
dealings? Up till now, Nazi doctrine, as interpreted by Herr Rosen- 
berg, has been content with thrusting the Jews out of Europe. Now they 
are under the threat of universal destruction—whatever other countries 
with Jews within their boundaries may think about it. The “peace with- 
out hate ” grows “curiouser and curiouser.”

Hitler as Evangelist | 

Later on in his speech, this same authoritative spokesman of the 
Nazi mind described Christianity as an episode in history in contrast 
to “eternal. Germany.’ He did not know, he said, whether or not 
there was a Paradise, as “no one ever came back from there.” | But 
that he himself had recovered his faith in God was due not to priests but 
“ solely to Adolf Hitler.” The Fiihrer as a successful evangelist must 
Surely be the prize conception of the crazy Nazi State! If there is 
anywhere to-day a greater peril to Christianity, peace, and the whole 
world future, I have yet to find it! 

* 

Driven Cattle 

Meanwhile, Colonel Beck, the Polish Foreign Minister, is coming 
to London. There he is to press the question of emigration of ‘Polish 
Jews, and has apparently undertaken also to act in the same capacity 
in regard to the Jews of Rumania. Both countries are worried by the 
presence of their Jewish populations, which they regard as “ surplus,” 
and, accordingly, this country is to be asked to help the two States 
to get rid of them, the Jews themselves seemingly having no option 
in the matter. This sorry business is afoot at the same time that 
compulsory Jewish emigration is the settled policy elsewhere. Was 
ever a people placed in so humiliating a position? And could the 
argument for a Jewish National Home, from which they could not 
be thrust as“superfluous,” be more plainly indicated? It is the case 
for a Jewish Palestine summed up in a sentence or two, but it has 
never, one would have thought, been presented more poignantly and 
insistently than now. Is it possible that the British Government are 
really blinding themselves to it, careless of when and how often it will 
confront them again in the future? Surely they must be aware that 
by closing Palestine’s doors, more or less, against Jews and thus con- 
demning great numbers of them to the status of surplus humans, 
driven for ever like cattle here, there, and everywhere at the sweet 


will of unscrupulous politicians, they are guilty of an act which is 
not only morally indefensible but which holds within itself the prospect 
of interminable trouble? 

The Cut-Price Racket 

An increasing amount of attention is being given to this tantalising 
though by no means new practice, judged by correspondence in the 
Press and the proposal that the Government should institute an inquiry 
into the subject. But the trouble is not domestic only but inter- 
national—as the present visit of British business men to Europe 
and the recent fulminations in Parliament against German trading 
methods show—and that fact, which proves that the practice, some- 
times maliciously pictured as exclusively Jewish, is far more widely pre- 
valent and springs from deeper causes than “ Jewish acquisitiveness,” 
has to be borne steadily in mind. Indeed, an examination of the stop 
lists issued by manufacturers reveals that the “cutters “ are not pre- 
dominantly either Jews or aliens. Another point to be remembered ts 
that there is price-cutting and price-cutting. It may be honestly con- 
ducted, as the Government clearly saw when it opposed a bill intro- 
duced to regulate or restrain the operations of the big stores. Or it 
may be marked by serious abuses and dubious expedients.. The 
question is how this abuse of competition ts to be met. Of course, the 
manufacturers can do much to stop it. The great tobacco firms, for 
instance, managed by the steps they took to reduce the number of cut- 
price tobacconists from 5,000 to 200. But the public itself alone has it 
in its power to take the most effective action. All it need do ts to refuse 
to patronise the undesirable establishments. Certainly the fact that 
Jews are numbered among the price-cutters 1s not palatable. It ts an 
incentive to every Jew-batter io redouble his activities, and therefore a 
development to be deplored: At one time, the. charge against the 
Jews was that they overcharged. Now it ts that they undercharge, and 
thereby ruin their trade rivals. Nor does the fact that thousands of 
Jews honestly follow the normal courses of business avail in the least. 

In these circumstances, it is satisfactory to know that the Board of. 
Deputies have the matter under consideration. Perhaps personal 
suasion may be able to accomplish, to some degree. what the processes 
of law seem powerless to eflect. One devoutly hopes so-—t only to 
lift the question out of the stock-in-trade of agitators whose owna 


campaign methotls do not exactly shine by their respect for scruples,

The “ grand old man” of Anglo-Jewry, Haham Moses Gaster, was really 
great in many respects, as Jewish historian, as linguist, and folklorist, but 
he was greatest as orator. He could hold spell-bound large audiences fo: 
hours—in many languages and on many subjects. His home in Maida Vale 
was the gathering-place of scholars from all over the world, a house o! 
learning and charity, where the studious found help and the needy founc 
support and advice. Everyone who had the privilege of Haham Gaste: : 
friendship will remember his gesture when, with raised forefinger, he use 
to say,“ I told youso!” “Truly a great man has fallen to-day in Israel, 
and all Israel will mourn his loss and cherish his memory. 


The Rev. J. Perema-MENDOZA: 


The passing of Haham Dr. Gaster is felt very deeply by the Sefardim 
of Manchester. There was scarcely an occasion of importance which 
he did not grace with his personal charm and exceptional gifts of oratory 
and erudition. During the years of his ministry he assisted largely in 
consolidating and developing the spiritual position of the Manchester 
Sefardim who had already established the Cheetham Hill Synagogue 
a few. years. before his assuming’ office in 1887. He delivered the 
sermon on the occasion of its semi-jubilee, conducted the consecration 
ceremony of the Mauldeth Road Synagogue, Withington, in 1904, and 
dedicated the Queen's Road Synagogue in 1927. «It-is but typical of hs 
character that only a few months ago he travelled specially to Manchester to 
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act as Sandek to the infant grandchild of one of the Elders of the Sefardi 
community. The feelings of heartfelt sympathy assuredly go out to his 
beloved widow and family from us all in Manchester.

References have been made to the tireless energy and literary fruitfulness 
of the late scholar, as well as to his many-sided services and widespread 
activities, either as an investigator and archeologist, as an historian and 
bibliographer, or as a linguist and orator of the first order. He has also 
been described as one who was steeped through and through in the true 
spirit of Judaism, and also dominated by the ideal of world justice.

FREEDOM 


a The reading of Parashat ha-Chodesh (announcing as it does the 
ef approach of Nisan, the month of Israel's first redemption) directs 
Jewish thoughts once again to the old, aching desideratum—Freedom. 

We recall the stirring episode of the ancient Exodus; inevitably we 


— 


compare it with the unutterable tragedy of the present; and perforce 
| 3 we ask the age-old questions: How long? When will Galut end? When 
Ba will the hour of redemption strike and freedom be restored to us? _ 

a4 The humiliation and suffering which the Jewish people is enduring 
at present have served further to accentuate these queries and to 
bring them to our minds and lips with ever-increasing frequency. 
But there is an antecedent question which as a rule is completely over- 
looked. It is not only germane to the issue but it may even help us 
| to find the answer to our “Ad Matai.” What is freedom? We yearn 
| to be liberated; but what is the liberty we ask for? . 

’ Were a questionnaire submitted to Jewish Communities, the replies 
‘would probably be surprising and significant. But three outstanding 
categories of answers would certainly crystallise themselves, They are 


i widely current views, and call for careful consideration. _ 
| Many would regard the removal of all oppressive factors from Jewish 
im life as the final realisation of freedom. If Jews the whole world over 
4 could be assured that they would no longer be subjected to persecution 


or discrimination in any shape or form, they would automatically 


become emancipated and free. For the rest, the continued existence 
of Judaism or the Jewish nation was of no consequence. Let him who 
will pray “ Next year in Jerusalem!’ To the quest for emancipation 
) such supplications were quite unrelated. 


Others again definitely, and even aggressively, go a step farther. 
To the demand for economic and political equality, they add a spiritual 
issue. The Jew must also free himself from the irksome bonds of his 
time-honoured traditions. Side by side with external emancipation, 2n 
inner, parallel, process of assimilation is necessary to complete Jewish 
4 “ liberation " by removing the “yoke” of religious faith and practice. 
) They hold that the old Rabbinic dictum, “ Only he that occupies him- 
self with the Torah is free.” must now be reversed; for their new 
concept of freedom implies the entire negation of Torah-life. 

A third type inclines to a more positive ideal of liberty. This 
concept equates freedom with independent statehood. When the 
Jewish people will take its rightful place in the comity of nations, 
then, and then only, may we be termed free. A landless people is 
‘a homeless people: a people that is everywhere a minority, at the mercy 
of an overpowering majority, is in Galut, whatever the privileges that 
may temporarily be accorded it. 
but that nationalism may be purely secular: in it, 
idealism, sacred traditions need find no place at all. 

On the threshold of the month of Nisan, with the great Festival 
of Redemption approaching, the thought must surely assert itself 
Is there not also a Torah-view of Freedom? Has not the Bible, the 
great Book of Books, Israel's Divine Mandate and spiritual Magna 
(harta, aught to teach us concerning the concept of liberty? 

Stirring, majestic, and all-embracing is the Hebraic idea! of freedom 
which Parashat ha-Chodesh puts before us. Beside it all other views 
seem tlusory, fractional, and supine. “ This month shall be unto you 
the first of the months,” declares the Brble. “ Unto you !’ emphasise 
ihe Rabbis. Our freedom is as no other; it must be informed with 
a unique, Hebraic spirit. If that spirit is absent, our so-called emanci- 
pation is nothing but a gilded chain of slavery. . The outward glamour 
of equal privilege hardly hides the inner bondage of soul that must 
be galling to all but the born slave. To renounce one’s own culture 
and historic traditions, to seek perpetually to imitate others and appear 
what one is not, to. live a life of voluntary: marranoism, must be 
accounted the cruellest of all serfdoms, for the very soul is in fetters! 

Therefore, the Torah teaches, if you would celebrate the Festival 
of Freedom, first remove the leaven from your home; purify your life: 
rid yourself of the contamination resulting from centuries of Galut, 
But surely this is no simple task; surely this demands an enormous 
effort and tremendous sacrifice! But in no other way, declares the 
Bible, are true liberty and independence to be won. The paschal offer- 
ing is an integral part of Passover; sacrifice is vital to the Festival 
of Redemption. This sacrifice, however, must not be merely negative: 
our efforts must be directed not just to breaking external bonds but 
10 recreating the internal solidarity of Jewish life. . 

To begin with, the true unit of Jewish life must be reaffirmed and 
re-established. The Home is that unit. It is the Cell out of which the 
Body of our national being is built. If the primary cell is weakened 
the corporate body must inevitably collapse. Jewish home-life, there- 
fore, must be made strong, vibrant, and pure by the inspiration of 
historic. memories. “The blood shall be to you for a token upon 
the houses,” the Scriptures. enjoin. It must be a symbol of Jewish 
blood-ties—of Our semse Of continuity with the Past as well as our 
instinct of Jewish brotherhood in the Present. Out of this historic 
consciousness and blood kinship is ultimately born the true urge to 
freedom, the will to continue and enhance Jewish life, the resolution 
not only to rend the oppressive shackles of Egypt but to march deter- 
minedly (“loins girded, staff in hand”) to Sinai, and’ thence to the 
Promised Land. Thus the Jewish concept of Freedom visualises both 
the regaining of Zion and the reconquest of Sinat. The two mountains 
merge, the ideals unite, giving to nationalism a spiritual goa! and 
content, and to religion national strength and ardour.

MONEY FOR REFUGEE WORK 


M.P.s Ask for More 


GOVERNMENTS SHOULD HELP 


Mr. R. A. ButLer (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) introduced 
the supplementary estimate for the Foreign Office, and referred to the 
work of the Intergovernmental Committee. He expressed satisfaction 
with the work achieved, particularly with the co-ordination of the work 
of the Committee and of the League of Nations’ refugee section under 
one organiser. 

Mr. P. J. Noet-Baker (Lab., Derby) also congratulated Mr. George 
Rublee and Sir Herbert Emerson, and referred to his own experiences 
under Dr. Nansen after the Great War, when “ very large numbers of 
refugees were dealt with, many more than now, in spite of the disastrous 
civil war that has been going on. Very great and successful refugee 
schemes were carried through then, I have always believed,” he said, 
“that the success achieved was largely due to the fact that the High 
Commissioner was able to use the authority of the Léague, which was 
greatet in those days than it is now, and that he was also able to 
use the international machinery of the system of local officers estab- 
lished by himself, independent in a sense of the local government and 
working on behalf of the High Commissioner, but associated very 
closely with the administration of the National States where they were 
established. 1 believe such a system is absolutely indispensable if any 
big schemes for refugee settlements, or for the infiltration of refugees, 
are to be carried through. 

* | hope,” he continued, “ the Government will press for co-operation 
as closely as they can, and that when the right time comes, in spite of 
the economies which there may be in the Budget of the League, they 
will see their way to give Sir Herbert Emerson, as High Commissioner, 
a much larger sum than is at his disposal now. He has in that capacity 
certain revenues at his disposal from the sale of the Nansen stamp, 
and from refugee postage stamps issued by certain national admuinistra- 
tions, in particular France and Norway. This means a very consider- 
able amount of money, and I hope His Majesty’s Government will 
introduce postage stamps of this kind here. It would be an example 
to many other Governments, and at this very critical time, without 
further burdening the taxpayer, except so far as he chooses voluntarily 
to be burdened, it would be a means of raising additional revenue. I 
I hope, also, that when they come to consider the matter they will 
put more money into the Budget of the League itself.. If Sir Herbert 
Emerson were to be given another £20,000 a year, of which our share 
would be £2,000 or £2,500, it would enable him greatly to extend the 
scale of his administration and to secure much larger practical resulis 
than he can at the present time.” te 

Mr. Greorrrey Manper (Lib., Wolverhampton, E.) said that Mr. 
Rublee “ carried out admiraby the task which was allotted to him, but 
he had no control of policy. It is an odious situation that these Jews 
are to be allowed to be robbed and despoiled, and then we have to 
agree to some scheme that will help the Germans to make money out 
of them.” 

EARL WINTERTON (Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster), who is 
Chairman of the Intergovernmental Committee, said that contact of 
a favourable character was being maintained with the German Reich. 
lt was essential that the Committee and the League should remain - 
separate, because neither the United States nor Germany was a member 
of the League. 

Miss EvLeanor RATHBONE (Ind., English Universities) said: “ Mav 
| ask when the Evian Committee will meet again to reconsider what 
seems to me the fatal decision arrived at last June, when they laid down 
the principle that all efforts for refugees must depend on voluntary 
organisation? Until they budge from that fatal position, which every 
expert on the refugee question admits to be an impossible one, for 
we cannot deal with a problem so vast with voluntary funds, that 
resolution seems like a blank wall stopping all serious effort to deal with 
the problem on a b’g scale.” But Earl Winterton said he could not: 
possibly advocate a departure from the policy laid down at Evian. 
Chere would probably be a meeting of the Committee in the summer. 


PRAISE FOR CONSULAR OFFICIALS 


Introducing the supplementary estimate for the Diplomatic Services, 
Mr. Butler referred to the additional work that had been placed by 


_ the refugee problem upon the shoulders of British Consular officials 


abroad. “ During the present financial year,” he said, “ the staff of the 
office in Berlin has been trebled, and at Vienna it has been increased 
trom four to twenty-five, but even so, at both places the staff has had 
to work for very many hours, often well into the night, in order to 
cope with the work. While I have been paying a tribute to some of 
our more distinguished representatives abroad, I would like also to 
pay a tribute to the work that these men and women have done to 
relieve suffering, very often at great personal inconvenience and under 


the strain in which they have had to work in the circumstances which 
I have described.” 3 


REFUGEES TURNED AWAY FROM BRITISH GUIANA 


Mr. Mander asked the Colonial Secretary the circumstances in which 


a ship containing German-Jewish refugees was refused admittance to 
British Guiana. 


Mr. Matcotm MacDonatp: The ship in question, carrying 165 


“German refugees, arrived off Georgetown on February 24, and per- 


mission was sought by the master of the vessel for the refugees to land, 
with a view to settlement in the Colony. The Governor replied that 
no settlement scheme had yet been formulated and that pending the 
report of the Commission which is now investigating the interior he 
regretted that it was impossible to permit the landing of intending 
settlers. The Governor has informed me that in the present conditions 
of unrest and unemployment he considers it impossible to arrange 
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for the settlement of any large number of refugees, except under a 
properly organised scheme, 

Mr. Mander: Can the right hon. gentleman say where these 
unfortunate refugees can go? 

Mr. MacDonald: I have no information where the ship has gone 
from British Guiana. | 

Mr. M. PeTHericx (Con., Falmouth): Does the right hon. gentleman 
not agree that uncontrolled immigration into any of His Majesty's 
Dominions or Colonies cannot be allowed in present circumstances, 
and will he see that a rigid scrutiny takes place in each case? 

Mr. MacDonald: If we allowed one case to occur we could not draw 
the line anywhere. 

Vice-ADMIRAL E. A. TAytor (Con., Paddington, S.): Does not the 
fault lie with the people who are responsible for sending these refugees? 

Mr. Mander: The German Government. | 


KENYA IS SHORT OF MEDICAL SERVICES 


Only Thirty Jews Admitted 


Mr. Davip ApbaAmMs (Lab., Consett) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether the previous shortage of trained teachers in the education 
services, and of trained staff in the medical and health services of 
Kenya Colony, had now been fully overcome: and, if not, what steps 
were being taken to that end. : 

Mr. MacDonald: Under present economic conditions, it is quite out 
of the question for the Government of Kenya or of any other African 
dependency to provide all the trained medical and educational staff 
ihat could usefully be employed, nor do I foresee any possibility of 
fully meeting requirements until the African himself has been trained 
to carry out these services among his own people. | hope that Makerere 
College will help considerably to provide this trained African personnel. 

Mr. Adams: I take it that the shortage is being gradually overcome? 

Mr. MacDonald: As far as financial conditions permit. 

Mr. GeorGe LATHAN (Lab., Sheffield, Park) asked the Colonial 
Secretary whether he could make a statement on the progress 6f the 
scheme for Jewish settlement in Kenya recommended by the Com- 
mittee on Closer Settlement in its recent report. 

Mr: MacDonald: I assume that the hon. Member has in mind the 
scheme referred to in paragraph 158 of the Kenya Settlement Com- 
mittee Report issued in January last. Of the thirty refugees selected 
to form the first body of settlers under this scheme, all but two have 
already left Europe to begin their period of training in Kenya. 

Mr. Creecu Jones (Lab., Shipley): Are we to understand that this 
kind of settlement is limited to the Highlands? Will the right hon. 
gentleman also keep in mind the plains? 

Mr. MacDonald: Ali those matters are kept in mind. I am not 
certain that this kind of settlement is necessarily confined to the High- 
lands, although | have no doubt that most of it must ‘be in the 
Highlands. 


GOVERNMENTS OFFER TO TAKE REFUGEES 


Mr. R. A. Butcer (Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs) told Mr. 
R. A. PILKINGTON (Con., Widnes) that the Intergovernmental Com- 
mittee had received several substantial offers from Governments willing 
to receive refugees and that a number of hopeful possibilities: were 
under examination, 

Protests were made by Rrar-Apsmirat BEAMisH (Con., Lewes) and 
Mr. A. A. SOMERVILLE (Con., Windsor) against the German policy of 
dumping refugees. 


MR, PILKINGTON AND ALIENS 


Mr. R. A. PILKINGTON (Con., Widnes) asked the Minister of Labour 
whether he “would take steps so that in future the nationality of all 
persons on the employed register was shown. Did not the right hon, 
gentleman think the taxpayers had a right to Know how many people 
they were supporting? 

Mr. Ernest Brown: The hon. Member will understand that the 
siep he is asking me to take would involve asking over 12,000,000 
insured persons their nationality. 

Mr. E. J. Wittiams (Lab., Ogmore): Is the mght hon. gentleman 
taking steps to see that people are not being brought into the country 
by employers? Are not foreigners being admitted into the country? 

Mr. GrawamM Wuirte (Lib., Birkenhead, E.): Does the right hon, 
gentleman agree with the suggestion that people receive unemployment 
benefit who are not entitled to it? 


ANOTHER WHITE PAPER 


Mr. Butler promised L1.-Cot. Sim A. Lampert Warp (Con., 
Kingston-upon-Hull, N.W.) that the Government would at an early 
date publish the terms of the message about the Balfour Declaration 
delivered by Commander Hogarth to King Hussein of the Hedjaz in 
January, 1918, and of the message delivered in June, 1918, to certain 
prominent Arabs in Cairo about the future of the Arab territories, 
described as the Declaration to the Seven. He also assured Mr. Tom 
WittiaMs (Lab., Don Valley) that the Government would consider 
whether the new White Paper should also include the terms of the 
telegram dispatched in 1917 by the British Foreign Office to His 
Majesty’s then Ambassador in Russia, Sir George Buchanan, wherein, 
among other things, it was declared that His Majesty's Government 
had decided to establish a Jewish State in Palestine. 


In a leading article on February 24, Tue Jewish Curonicie urged the Jewish 
delegation to press for publication of all documents shedding light on the exact 
meaning of the promise which was made to the Jews. 


CASUALTIES IN PALESTINE 


In reply to Lr.-Com. (Lab., Nuneaton) Mr. MALcoLM 
MacDonacp (Colonial Secretary) gave the following statistics of the 
terror in Palestine: “During the period from December 20 to 
February 20 there were 348 cases of sniping, 140 cases of sabotage, 
19 kidnapping, and 23 robberies. In addition, nine land mines and 
32 bombs exploded. The total casualties during this. pertod were as 
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follows: military: killed 7, wounded 19: police: killed 11, wounded 
20; civilians; killed 83, wounded 124. These figures do not include 


casualties inflicted on armed bands by troops, for which exact figures 
are not available.” 


EXPULSION OF JEWS FROM DANZIG 
Mr. Butler: “ They left on their own initiative ” 


Mr. Mander asked the Prime Minister the reason why large numbers 
of Jews were being expelled from the Free City of Danzig. 

Mr. Butler, replying, said: There is reason to believe that the party 
of Jewish emigrants who recently left the Free City departed on their 
Own initiative, and that there was no question of expulsion, 

Mr. WepGcwoop BENN (Lab., Gorton): In the light of the circum- 
stances which we know to exist in Danzig, does the right hon, gentle- 
man persist in the statement that these Jews leave of their own free 
will? 

Mr. Butler: There were most regrettable reasons in the shape of the 
violation of the constitution, to which | have referred in answer to 
questions, but the actual act of leaving was taken by the Jews on their 
own initiative. 

Mr. Mander: Have the Government received any report from the 
High Commissioner on this subject; and is the right hon. gentleman 
aware that the first contingent of 500 left on March 3”? 

Mr. Butler: Yes, Sir, | am aware of that. 

Sir ARCHIBALD SINCLAIR (Lib., Caithness): When the prisoner jumps 
off the plank of the pirate ship, is the act of leaving on his own 
initiative? 

Mr. Butler: The question of Danzig is not so simple as that, and 
we regret that these Jews have taken a sudden decision to leave. 

Mr. Benn: Does not the right hon. gentleman know perfectly well 
from official reports from Danzig that the Jews are under constant 
pressure every time to leave the Free City? 

There was no answer. | 


FASCIST GANGS IN THE EAST END 


Mr. Vyvyan Apams (Con., Leeds, W.) asked the Home Secretary 
what steps he was taking to quell. the organised breaking-up of meetings, 
irrespective of political party, by Fascist gangs in the East End of 
London. 

Sir Samuet Hoare: There has been no failure on the part of the 
police to render assistance if their presence is required for preventing 
or dealing with breaches of the peace.. It is the duty of the stewards 
at public meetings to deal with interrupters who are not guilty of 
breaches of the peace; but | am in consultation with the Commissioner 
on. the question whether any further assistance can be rendered to 
promoters of meetings which are hable to be subjected to this organised 
form of disorder. — 

Mr. Adams: Have not these rowdyisms been so organised recently 
as to be utterly beyond police control, and.is he aware that we do not 
want a recrudescence of this trouble throughout the country?

SHAKESPEARE AND THE JEWS 


The report of Mr. Sydney Carroll's address last week raises the 
controversial question of Shakespeare's attitude towards the Jews, 
In all probability Shakespeare never saw a Jew; he certainly never met 
a Jewish moneylender, for the obvious reason that there were none in 
England at that time. This would possibly account for the fact that in 
no other Shakespearean play does a Jewish character appear. The 
character of Shylock was probably suggested by mariners’ gossip and 
the famous incident of the pound of flesh had its origin in the story 
of a wager between a non-Jew, Paulo Maria Secchi, and a Jew named 
Sansone Ceneda. Actually, however, it was the non-Jew who won the 
wager and demanded the pound of flesh. Shakespeare, for reasons 
best known to himself, reversed the facts of the incident, which was 
supposed to have happened in Rome in 1585, about nine years before 
“The Merchant” was first produced.—-Mr. J. M. Grant, 5, King's

OFFICIAL ANTI-SEMITISM 


Recently, an Unemployment Assistance Board Investigator called at 
my home to review my case. He stayed for about twenty minutes. 
He devoted one minute to the case. The rest of the time he indulged 
in anti-Semitic propaganda of the usual nonsensical kind, which | 
had no difficulty in refuting. He, however, was not to be reasoned 
with, and left my house with this as a parting shot: “ There may be 
some good Jews, but I've never met any.”

THE PALESTINE CONFERENCE 


Government Proposals for Discussion 
TRAVESTY OF JUSTICE TO JEWS 


Pitiful Immigration Quota 


On what must surely be the blackest day that Jews and democrats 
have ever experienced the Government proposals for the solution of 
the “ Palestinian problem“ became known. The proposals were gives 
orally to both Jewish and Arab delegates on Wednesday. 

They fall under three heads. as follows: Constitution, Immigration, 
and Land Sales. 

The Government's ultimate aim is to see the establishment of an 
Independent Palestinian State. There is no mention of when this will 
be achieved, but ten years is suggested as a likely period: it is to be 
contingent upon an adequate measure of Arab-Jewish co-operation. 
There are grave doubts whether the Jews will have the power to veto 
the establishment of this State, although it had been previously believed 
that this would be the case. . 

In the process of calling inio being this Independent State there will 
be three stages: In the first, Jews and Arabs will be added to the 
Advisory Council in the ratio of the proportions of the population. 
No figures are given, but the Palestinians will outnumber the British. 
Jews and Arabs are also to be added to the Executive Council, again 
in the ratio of the proportions of the population, but the Council 
will consist of an equal number of British and Palestinians. The High 
Commissioner will have the power of veto. 

In the second stage, a Legislative Council will be elected and certain 
Government Departments will be administered by Palestinians. This 
stage will probably be reached two years after the beginning of the 
scheme. 

In the third stage, there will be an fncrease in the Ministerial 
Portfolios held by Palestinians. Subsequently, an Independent 
Palestinian State will be established which will be linked to Great 
Britain by treaty. 

The second main heading is Immigration. This is to be so planned 
that in five years Jews will be one-third of the population of Palestine. 
According to the Government's reckoning, this means that 75,000 
immigrants will be allowed in five years, provided that the economic 
absorptive capacity warrants it.. Of this number, 25,000 are to be 
refugees who will be permitted to enter on: the High Commissioner's 
authority when conditions have been created which warrant it. The 
machinery for fixing the absorptive capacity will remain in operation, 
but before any schedule is decided the Government will consult Jews 
and Arabs. At the end of five years, Jewish immigration will continuc 
only with the consent of Arabs, Jews, and British. 

The third heading is Land. On this subject the High Commissioner 
will have power to regulate Jewish purchases of land, but he will be 
instructed to demarcate the regions where land sales to Jews will be 
(a) prohib ted, (b) regulated, (c) free. 


Jewish Agency's Attitude 


It is understood that the Arabs asked a number of questions at 
their session with the Government delegates. They are to meet again 
this afternoon at three o'clock. It is believed that the Jews asked no 
questions at all. The Jewish Agency Executive met yesterday morning 
to consider the proposals, and the full Conference Committee met 
yesterday aiternoon. It was expected that a statement would be issued 
by the Conference Committee at the end of its meeting. 

It was understood in Jewish Agency circles that as there is no material 
change in the proposals now submitted they do not offer a basis for 
nn The statement to be issued will probably be along these 
ines, 

It is stated officially that the proposals are open to discussion but not 
to alteration on major points. The Conferences are to end during the 
course Of next week in any event, when a White Paper will be issued 
which will contain either the full details of the proposals outlined above 
or the policy which the Government will impose. It is just possible 
that this may differ from the present proposals, 

The Government is determined to drive its policy through Parliament. 
The matter will only come before the League Council if an alteration 
of the Mandate is involved. American approval will not be sought 
im any event, as American interests are limited to certain financial 
holdings in Palestine. | ji

formation. But the Prime Minister insisted that a prompt decision was 
a matter of urgency. 

I do not question the report that Mr. Chamberlain in his private 
interviews with the Arab delegates pleaded earnestly enough for the 
maintenance of the main principles of the Balfour pledge, to which 
Great Britain is in honour bound. But it is of no use to plead with 


‘the Mufti’s henchmen, any more than with Herr Hitler's, unless you 


are equally prepared, should the plea be rejected, to act by such 
pledges. And the attitude of our Ministers has been such, ever since 
the opening of the Conferences, as to preclude any Arab fear of 
the imposition of a solution fundamentally distasteful to themselves. 
The Jewish delegates have never been given a similar impression, but 
one exactly the reverse. . 

The new British proposals, which are said (for the time being) not 
to be susceptible of any but minor amendments, might be acceptable 
in some of their structural or constitutional aspects. For instance, « 
case might be made out for some cantonal solution after the Swiss 
pattern, or the Quebec model of provincial autonomy in a Federa! 
State. But the British proposals are, from the Jewish standpoin:. 
vitiated and unacceptable at the root. For they contemplate neither 
an eventual Jewish majority nor even eventual parity between the 
Arabs and the Jews in Palestine. Indeed, they postulate a permanen: 
Jewish minority, which after the transitional period would threaten 
to become even smaller in relation to the probability of considerabic 
Arab immigration. Indeed, during the transitional period the main- 
tenance of the Jewish immigration quota at something like the present 
one, or even less (10,000 instead of 12,000 per annum), would be like!, 
to result in the admission of a larger number of Arab immigrants 
into the Holy Land. What is astounding and intolerable is that the 
British Government should be unwilling even to guarantee any Jewish 
immigration quota after the transitional period, not wishing to te 
beforehand the hands of the future Government (an Arab majority 
Governme.t). of the “independent” Palestine in the matter. It is 
casy to imagine what Jewish quota, if any at all, would be granted 
by that Arab Executive! For any Jewish delegate to subscribe to 
such provisions would constitute so incredible a betrayal of his faith 
and race as to preclude the acceptance of the British proposals, unless 
they be vitally modified. 

It may be that, notwithstanding the resistance of the British Parlia- 
ment, British public opinion, and the League Council, the British 
Government will decide to impose so iniquitous and dishonest a 
solution on the Zionists inside Palestine. and outside. Jewry may 
indeed be unable to prevent its imposition. . But they could not assent 
to it in any event. And, if resistance by force could not prove 
successful, and cannot be counselled, it is quite possible that passive 
resistance——or what Mr. Gandhi would call non-co-operation—would 
effectively thwart the implementing of such a policy, by rendering it 
unworkable -and compelling a _ reconsideration. The Palestine 
authorities, it- has been stated, are worried about illegal Jewish immigra- 
tion, and are determined to deport ruthlessly the fugitives from Nazi 
persecution. Yet. 1 would bid fair to say that if one fine morning 
fodr or five merchant vessels, carrying defenceless Jewish men, women. 


_ and children, were to put them ashore on the Palestine coast, the 


Palestine authorities could not bring themselves to use violence against 
—let alone to shoot—these unfortunates. Or if they did, British 
public opinion—not to mention American—would see to it that such 
brutality was not repeated. 


The Jewish delegation had an informal meeting with the Govern- 
ment delegation on Saturday night, which lasted until midnight. The 
letter which they had sent to Mr. MacDonald was the basis of the 
discusston, during which Mr. MacDonald outlined’ some fresh 
proposals. 

The Cabinet Committee on Palestine met on Monday and con- 
sidered the final details of the Government's new proposals, which 
were submitted to the Arabs at 4 p.m. on Wednesday and to the Jews 
at 9 p.m. This was the first formal session between Jews and British 
for over a fortnight. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann on Tuesday evening saw the Prime Minister, 
who later saw members of the Egyptian, Iragian, and Saudi-Arabian 
delegations.

PRO-ARAB 


Impartiality All Too Rare 
THE JEWISH HARE AND THE ARAB TORTOISE 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM, March 12] 


It is‘ ‘known that the British Government is consulting the High 
Commissioner for Palestine concerning certain aspects of the proposals 
for the future of this country. 

The fact that Sir Harold MacMichael has been continuously con- 
sulted on political matters affecting a solution of “the Palestine 
problem,” as it is generally called, and more especially during the 
period of the St. James's Palace parleys, has long been known in well- 
informed local circles.’ His studied seclusion from the public at large, 
his almost total abstention from those wider contacts with the rank 
and file of the population which marked the administrative policy of 
his immediate predecessor, and his insistencesupon the local Press 
withholding any reports concerning Government House activities— 
three features of the past year of the High Commiissioner’s sojourn in 
Jerusalem—have probably been undertaken, as I stated some months 
ago in these columns, to enable him to conduct explorations and 
negotiations for which apparently, in the official view, complete privacy 


Was considered necessary. 


When’ Sir Harold's appointment to succeed Sir Arthur Wauchope was 
first announced last year, there were those acquainted with his pasi 
record who professed to see in his choice for the High Commissioner- 
ship the first move in a fresh. British orientation towards. Palestine. 


His experience in governing Arab populations, in their view, was quite 
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possibly 4 primary criterion of his selection for what had become one 
of the most onerous tasks in the Imperial service. His administratiye 
career had been spent almost entirely among Arabs, about whose life 
and customs he had written two books: and when, after a few months. 
his withdrawal to a position of virtual isolation became sharply notice- 
able, no one imagined it was for the purpose of writing another book. 
The fundamental object, all too obviously, was the British Govern- 
ment’s intention of placating, and possibly mediating with, the Arab 
“ inner circle “ of Palestine. 


A Thankless Task 


It is not within the scope of the present article to weigh up the pros 
and cons of the first year which Sir Harold MacMichael has spent in 
office; but it would be apposite perhaps to remark that with his arrival 
early last March he assumed what at the best was a thankless task. 
that of cleaning the Augean stables of Palestine, a task which even the 
most confirmed optimist must admit as truly Herculean. Yet. with all 
the sympathy one might feel for a man saddled with the tremendous 
responsibility of finding a way out of the mounting turbulence with 
which even an experienced predecessor had been unable to cope, it 
must be stated that the policy of appeasement implied by that appoint- 
ment had little effect. ~ 

Jewish officials in the Palestine Government with whom I am 
acquainted are now speaking of a pronounced pro-Arab attitude on 
the part of British civil servants who, in the earlier stages of the 
disturbances, were inclined to be anti-Arab (not pro-Jewish) or possibly 
scrupulously neutral. That unusual specimen, an impartial officer, is 
now to be found increasingly rarely among the British officials of the 
jocal Administration. Most of them are imbued with the prevailing 
psychology; and, in the case of a Colonial Administration, it will 
usually be found that the rhythm and tempo are set by the tune 
played from the top. In plain words, most British officials know on 
which side their bread ts buttered. 


Methods of Airing Grievances 


Of this pro-Arab feeling, tt ts safe to say that one of its manifestations 
has been a growing irritability with “ all this incessant Jewish grousing.” 
The airing of Arab grievances by terrorism seems to be better 
appreciated among local officialdom, even though the personal effects 
of such power-methods (such as the ‘murder of friends) might be 
regretted, than the Jewish procedure of drawing attention to disabilities 
and violations of rights by civilised methods. One might almost 
reduce the situation to the following simple terms: the Yishuv, in 
common with Jewry elsewhere, has been continually protesting about 
the flagrant British disregard of the basic purpose of the Mandate. 
“Very well,” ts the official reply, “we have heard your protests. 
‘So what?” 

it is this attitude of “So what?” towards the Yishuv which may, 
in the none-too-distant future, bring about the forcible introduction 
of a regime that the Government has itself declared in the last couple 
of years to be out of the question owing to Arab backwardness. I! 
one is to believe the rumours, even the highest British officials here are 
firmly convinced that the Palestine Arabs are unfit for self-government 
for at least another twenty years. That belief has no doubt produced 
the British proposal for a “ transition period” prior to independence. 
But convictions and opinions are apparently to go by the board because 
the British Government-seems to think that the Jewish hare has 
exceeded its licence in outstripping the Arab tortoise: that the pace of 
Jewish development has been too fast. 

if there had been- no Jewish achievements to show during the past 
twenty years in Palestine, one wonders how the Colonial Offiee could 
have justified the step it is now proposing in the formulation of a 
new policy. 


BOMB EXPLODES UNDER JEWISH LORRY 
Trail Leads to German Village 


POLICE DOGS POINT TO BLACKSMITH’S FORGE 


A terrorist attack on the boundary of Rehovoth on Sunday was 
repulsed by Jewish notrim, Yaakov Alexenberg, aged twenty-seven, 
was seriously wounded during the shooting and later died of his injuries. 
He was a native of Bessarabia. While repairing cables in Haifa, Eliahu 
Sukenik, aged thirty-seven, originally from Poland, was shot dead 
from ambush. Simon Shraga, aged twenty-five, a noter, who was 
guarding him, was seriously wounded and later died. _ 

A lorry carrying settlers from Kvutzat Alonim, in the Emek, to work 
on Monday morning was blown up by a land-mine, and Eliahu 
Abramovitz, aged twenty, and Menashe Dachinger, aged nineteen, were 
killed. Another settler, Dan Lieber, was seriously injured. Abramovitz 
belonged to the youth aliyah and came from Ain Harod. Dachinger 
was a native of Austria. ies. 

Troops, assisted by police dogs, followed a trail from the scene 
of the explosion to the German Templar settlement, Waldheim, where 
the dogs came to a halt outside the blacksmith’s forge. A cordon 
was put round the village and the German Consul was sent for, The 
troops awaited instructions from higher authorities prior to searching 
the village. | 

The High Commissioner was delayed on the Jericho highway, outside 
Jerusalem, on Sunday, owing to the shooting at a lorry of the Palestine 
Potash Company along the road. After some time, Sir Harold 
MacMichael resumed his journey. ‘4 
Jewish traffic between Tel-Aviv and Haifa was suspended last 
Thursday from 5 a.m. to 3 p.m., as a penalty for the murder of an 
Arab who was found on the highway between Tel-Aviv and Haifa. 
In the official communique, it was stated that a Jew shot the Arab. 

Extensive searches were being carried out last Saturday by troops 
and aircraft near Jisr Mejamie, in the vicinity of the Rutenberg electric 
works in the Jordan Valley, when they encountered a large Arab gang. 
The fighting lasted several hours and heavy casualties were inflicted on 
the Arabs, forty-five brigands being killed. One British officer was 
killed and another was wounded during the operations, 
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FOOD SUPPLIES AND A.R.P. IN 
JERUSALEM 


Discussion by Jewish Community Council 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Representatives of the Jewish Community Council in Jerusalem and 
of various Jewish suburbs met recently to discuss the problem of food 
supply and air raid precautions in the capital in time of war. It was 
revealed that plans for storing food against an emergency had already 
been drawn up, but that the most difficult question would be the water 
‘supply, as the pipes running up to Jerusalem from the coast might be 
destroyed. 

A register was now being compiled, said Mr. Daniel Auster, Deputy 
Mayor of Jerusalem, of the number of cisterns available in private 
houses and their capacity. New cisterns are to be provided wherever 
necessary. 

The Economic Research Institute of the Jewish Agency Committee 
has set up’a Nutrition Committee, which was also represented at the 
meeting. Eventually the meeting appointed six persons to form an 
Emergency Committee. 

A letter to the local Press has announced the existence of an 
Association fer Protection of the Population against Air and Gas 
Attacks, the promoters of which state they are now engaged in 
preparing plans. 


DECREASED MOTOR TRAFFIC 
9.500 Vehicles on the Roads 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


There were just under 9,500 licensed motor vehicles on the roads in 
Palestine last year, a drop of 1,050 compared with the previous year 
but an increase of 320 over 1936. Imports of cars, omnibuses, trucks, 
chassis, and tractors, as well as various motor accessories, amounted 
in value to £P400,000 in 1938, a drop of £P25,000 compared with 1937. 

The distribution of motor vehicles plying in the country last year 
showed the following: 3,935 private cars, 1,031 taxis, 750 buses, 2,592 
trucks, 1,182 motor-cycles, and 2 tractors. The bulk of these vehicles 
came from the United States of America, which had about 3,000 among 
those registered, while England came second with about 1,200. 

Government revenue from car licences in 1937 amounted to 
£P35,000, while Customs duties on motor vehicles and other accessories, 
as well as petrol, amounted to £P653,000. 


Haira’s Municipal estimates for the year ending March 31. 1940. amount 
to £P124,000, a decrease of £P6.000 compared with the current fiscal year.

Later 
on, the visit of Hermann Scherchen will be a novelty to which musicians 
and public alike are eagerly looking forward, In the interval between 
the Orchestra’s return from Egypt and the new subscription series, a 
concert was given in aid of the Kofer Hay:shuyv (Redemption Fund). 
Michacl Taube conducted, and three local pianists, Frank Pollak, 
Alexander Buch, and Bella Finkelstein, played the solo parts of Bach's 
concerto for three pianos in C major. The cantata “O Eternal Fire” 
was sung by Michael Taube’s Chamber Choir. Especially moving 
was the final phrase, with its message “ Peace over ye, Israel!” Ephraim 
Jroche had arranged a fine Hebrew version. 

This interesting concert contained, apart from the Bach items, a 
first performance of a work by a local composer, Erich Walter Stern- 
berg, “ Joseph and his Brethren.” This is a sutte for string orchestra, 
depicting in eleven short sketches the legend of Joseph. Although less 
personal in style than other compositions of Sternberg’s, it is an interest- 
ing piece of music well worth a hearing and a valuable contribution to 
the still very small treasury of Jewish music. 


OPPORTUNITIES IN THE NEGEV 


From Mr. CYRIL Q. HENRIQUES 
To the Editor of THe Jewitsu CHRONICLE 


Sin,—May I -cross.a and. dot .an “i” 
Negev in your leading article last week. 

Major Jarvis has proved at the Wadi Gedeirat on the Southern border 
that the soil of this area ts capable of bearing modern garden crops and 
fruit. The quality of the barley which used to be exported to England 
shows that grain crops can be successfully grown. 

The cost of conserving water should be about twopence per cubic foot 
of reservoir space: as a reservoir .will fill moré than ence a year the cost 
of conserving it will be one-half to one-third of this. The figure has been 
arrived at from modern reservoirs built in Palestine, of which the latest 
is at Sheikh Abrek in the Emek. 

A number of borings have been made recently at selected points in 
the Negev. None have been definitely successful, except perhaps at El 
Gleib, as where there has been water in quantity it has been saline. The 
results, however, go.a long way towards proving that there is water under 
the whole of the Negev, and there is no reason to believe that it will be 
saline everywhere. lt would be criminal to discontinue the experiments. 

The chmate is healthy for Europeans. I. worked out the comparative 
temperatures, humidities, etc., as far as information was available, and 
submitted them to the Woodhead Commission withthe figures for 
Jerusalem, Gaza, and Jericho; they compare quite favourably with those of 
the first named. 

The Jewish Agency is prepared to spend a very large sum in reclaiming 
the Huleh Swamp. for which | drew up a preliminary report in 1926: there 
is little likelihood that the cost of settling a family in the Negev will 
approach that in the Huleh. | 

The neglect of the Negev by those responsible for the development of 
the Jewish National Home is one of the mysteries of Zionism.

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THE McMAHON CORRESPONDENCE 


Jewish Publication of Vital Documents 


Documents relating to the McMahon letters were published on 
Wednesday by the Jewish Agency for Palestine which show that it 
was not until six years after Sir Henry McMahon first wrote to the 
Sherif of Mecca that any Arab representative raised a claim to Palestine 
on the basis of the correspondence. 

Two documents, both of which are shortly to appear in a Govern- 
ment White Paper, are included in the publication. They are the 
British Government's message to King Hussein and the Government's 
“ Declaration to the Seven Arabs.” In the Government's message to 
Hussein, the principle of mutual non-domination between Arabs and 
Jews is stressed in the following terms: “So far as Palestine is 
concerned, we are determined that no people shall be subjected to 
another...” 

The Palestine Royal Commission is quoted as saying that when the 
Emir Feisal came to London in 1918—three years after the McMahon 
correspondence, “he was persuaded not merely to accept but to wel- 
come the policy of the Balfour Declaration.” 

The Emir Feisal’s famous interview with Reuter, published on 
December 12, 1918, is reproduced as follows: 


“ The two main branches of the Semitic family, Arabs and Jews, understand 
one another, and I hope that as a result of interchange of ideas at the Peace 
Conference, which will be guided by ideals of self-determination and nationality, 
each nation will make definite progress towards the realisation of its aspirations.” 

The Feisal-Weizmann Treaty of Friendship between Arabs and Jews 
is set out and also the statement of the Syrian delegation to the Peace

The minute area of Palestine as compared to the Arab territories is well 
illustrated by this map, which is similar to that contained in the pamphlet 


Conference welcoming the settlement of Jews in Palestine. The Jetier 
of the Emir Feisal to Professor Felix Frankfurter—now Supreme 
Court Judge in the U.S.A.—in which the Emir spoke of Zionist 
demands as “ moderate and proper” is published in full. “ We will 
wish the Jews a most hearty welcome home,” Feisal wrote. 

The pamphiet gives an interesting map showing the Arab territories 
liberated by the War, from which it can be seen that Western Palestine 
to which the Mandate applies represents but 1 per cent. of the total 
area of the countries under Arab rule. The pamphlet concludes with 
quotations from pronouncements of the British Government, Sir Henry 
McMahon, and others who negotiated with the Arabs on behalf of 
the Government to the effect that the McMahon letters made no 
promise of Arab independence for Palestine. 


NEW CAPITAL INVESTED 
1938 Figures Show Decline

Figures issued by the Government Office of Statistics show that the 

net total of new capital in 163 new local companies registered in 1938 
was £P1,173,597, while changes in the capital of 54 companies (decreases 
in two) showed a total increase of £P871,664, a net amount of 
£P2,045,261. 
_ In 1937, the net total of new capital (new companies and changes 
in existing companies) amounted to £P3,822,559. Of these, 207 were 
local and 15 foreign companies... The peak year was 1935, when 
£P4,978,575 was recorded for 277 new companies and changes in 
capital for /4 companies. 

Last yerr’s feature, however, was that a larger amount of capital 
was recorded for new local companies, the £P1,173,597 shown above

Professor Brodetsky pictured the tragic position of Jewry in the 
world to-day, when so many countries were intent on getting rid « 
their Jews, and said that at such a time they were told that they wer 
extremists because they ins. sted upon something which nobody cou! 
have dreamt of calling extreme m 1917 or 1922.. They were give 
a lot of advice these days. They were told to look’ for other territoric 
Where weré those territories? They were grateful to every count 
which had taken in Jews. The question was not where to put a je. 
Jews in order that they should tide over a certain per od, but whe: 
these Jews were to go ultimately. He had yet to learn that anyo 
had made any proposal that was at all practical in regard to the |): 
goal, other than Palestine.

Sanctity and International Treaties 
Referring to the views expressed in a letter to “ The Times” b. 


the Bishop of Jerusalem in which he had urged application of th- 


principle of sanctity to Palestine, Professor Brodeisky retorted: ~* | 
say: Apply the principle of sanctity to international treaties and inicr- 
national obligations.” 

Because they knew that their guest of honour represented, above a’ 
the sanctity of treaties and of international obigations, hé considerev 
it an honour to propose his health.

Balfour Declaration there had arisen in these-past twenty years a love 
and a loyalty on the part of the Jewish people throughout the worl: 
and a trust and a confidence in the good faith and honour of Grea‘ 
Britain which was the greatest gift that one nation could possibly offe: 
to another. If that love and loyalty were to be unfairly exploited, 
and if that trust and confidence Were to be killed, then Great Brita! 
would deserve that her friends should desert her if a dark hour shou! 
ever come upon her. a 

In his reply, Mr. Duff Cooper said his study of history had enabled 
him to form some estimate of the debt which not only the British 
people but Western civilisation owed to the Jewish race. It was a deb! 
that they could never repay. Their civilisation was largely founded 0" 
that of Greece, Rome, and on the Jews. But for the average man ~ 
the semi-educated or uneducated Englishman—certainly by far the 
greatest part of what culture he possessed came to him from Jewish 
sources. It was only those who had had the privilege of a first-clas» 
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education im this country who could really claim any knowledge of the 
Roman or Greek classics, whereas the Hebrew scriptures were deeply 
bred into the soul of every Englishman, and the Hebrew morality was 
the foundation of the ethics that they possessed. 

Believing that, he felt that it was the duty of all of them who 
realised what they owed, to endeavour, as far as they could, to repay 
the debt. When they owed debts over long periods they knew that the 
moment at which repayment was most wlcome was when it was most 
needed, when those who gave to them in the past were themselves in 
want. The Jewish people who had given them so much were in need 
of help to-day, and was the duty of all those who could to do 
anything in their power to help them. 

He did not propose to go into detail with regard to the Palestine 
question. It was one fraught with difficulties and one of which he 
possessed no special Knowledge. But he would say that there were 
certain principles which they should observe in arriving, if they could 
arrive, at some conclusion of the problem that was before them. 

In the first place—and he was now speaking of the interests of the 
British Empire—it was of paramount importance that they should make 
it plain not only to the inhabitants of Palestine but to people through- 
out the world that their policy was not to be deflected one inch by 
the use of force and methods of barbarism. That was not only sound 
ethics but sound politics, and the two usually went together. Again. 
speaking from the point of view of the British Empire, in these 
dangerous days, when questions of defence loomed so very large in 
all their minds, it was of first-rate importance to them that they should 
have good friends in the Eastern Mediterranean. The port of Haifa 
grew more important every year, and if that port were entirely under 
jewish control they Knew that they could trust in their grat.tude and 
their friendship. 

* Further.” said Mr. Duff Cooper, “in our own interests, it should 
be made abundantly clear, if anybody now is beginning to doubt it, 
that our word is our bond, and that we will carry out what we 
promised.” (Loud applause.) 

If more than one promise was made, and there was a conflict of 
promises, he said, then they must take into consideration what had 
happened since those promises were made and, above all, the history 
of the last four years. They must realise that the cla'm of the Jews 
upon them was far stronger to-day than when any promise was made 
twenty years ago or al. any moment in ther history. 


The Gentile Responsibility 


Lord Snell, P.C., €.B.E.. proposing the toast of “ The Jewish National 
Home,” said in some senses this Jewish problem had become more 
than a Jewish problem. It was a Gentile responsibility ai the present 
time. It was a thorn in ther flesh as Gentile peoples that this perse- 
cution should take place. “* Who 1s injured, and | am not injured?” 
osked a great Jew—Saul of Tarsus-—and that was what a great many 
Gentile people were feeling at this time. : 

rhe National Home, he said, was not merely a device for settling 
the question of Jewish persecution in anti-Semitic areas. The Gentile 
might so regard it. To the Jew it must always mean more than that. 
it represented a hunger in his bones. It represented something that his 
tathers-had wished for for generations, something which was now in 
his hands as a responsibility in these times. There was a tremendous 
spirttual background attached to it. For over 2,000 years the Jewish 
people had been fugitives, as it were, with no land of their own, aot 
able to produce any specific national culture. tt would be- ridiculous, 
of course, to say that Jews had not made their contribution to civilisa- 
ion. The great Jewish names in history would show that that was not 
correct. But while they could easily believe that Einstein could produce 
« theory of relativity in London, Berlin, or New York, or that Erlich 
could make great discoveri¢s in any European or American. city, 
i. was impossible to believe that the work of the great Prophets of 
israel could have been produced in any other place than Palestine 
Sell. 


Great Hlustration of Nation-building 


Some peope said that the Jewish question could be solved by assimila- 
tion. But he was not-one of those who believed tn the virtues of what 
he might call “ physical cosmopolitanism.” He believed that every 


race had a special excellence of its own, and that this variety of races. . 


Was a good thing and not a bad thing. Therefore, he did not want 
(the Jewish people to be absorbed and its identity lost in a universal 
population because, as in the past, as Mr. Dull Cooper had told them, 
it had made great contribiltions, so in the future it might do so. So 
‘ar as he had knowledge of Palestine, he believed that what had 
happened there during the last twenty years represented the greatest 
iMustration of mation-building that modern life could provide. 
t Lord Snell, who signed the Minority Report to the Shaw Commis- 
won s Report, said that nine years ago he thought he saw quite clearly 
tee way through the problem as it then existed. He had not the 
ehtest doubt in his mind at this hour that if the main principles of 
iat he then suggested had been followed the present issue in Palestine 
would not have arisen. Whether it was too late now he did not know, 
But he only. asked that the Jewish people should not give way to 
despair. Their race had shown great powers of resilience. It had 
endured and triumphed, when triumph seemed impossible. They had 
produced a great movement. They had produced great leaders and 
had won the moral conscience of mankind to their side, and he would 
tiggest that their business now was to capitalise that goodwill. Out 
O this darkness there might come a light more quickly than they 
(Applause.)

Sympathy for National Home 
HOPE FOR LONDON CONFERENCES 


“ | have been interested in and working for Palestine for over thirty 
years, and everything which will help to build up the Jewish National 
Home and make the Land of Promise the Land of Fulfilment has my 
most earnest support and approval.” Lady Simon, the wife of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, thus averred her belief in the Jewish 
future at a drawing-room meeting she addressed on Thursday of last 
week. Viscountess Samuel presided at the meeting, which wa; held at 
50, Porchester Terrace, by invitation of the Hon. Mrs. E. L. Franklin, 
to gain support for the Home for Mentally Defective Children in 
Palestine. 

Lady Samuel described the manner in which the Institution had 
grown under the guidance of its founder and leader, Miss Irene Gaster. 

Lady Simon said that very often the parents of mentally defective 
children cherished for them a dezp love, and so they, too, should 
come forward and help in the work that was being done for 
these children. Lady Simon then made the statement quoted concern- 
ing Palestine, and said that she had been told that children of all races 
were accepted into Miss Gaster’s Home. She considered this a 
wonderful gesture, worthy of the Jewish race.in whom she believed, 
and who she believed were an example to the other peoples of the 
world. 

She hoped that out of the talks at present proceeding at the 
Palestine Conference. a light would come t> fulfil the wishes of the 
Jewish people concerning Palestine.

New Appointments to Staff 
POSITION OF PRINCIPAL LEFT OPEN 


At a meeting of Jews’ College Council last week, the Chief Rabti 
was appointed Acting Principal (until the election of a new Principa’, 
made necessary by the death of Dr. Biichler), Rabbi Brodie wa, 
appointed Tutor and Lecturer at the College, and Dr. Cecil Roth wa, 
appointed a Visiting Lecturer for an initial period of a year and a teri, 

In the course of a tribute to the late Dr. Biichler. Mr. S. Jarpner, Cha): 
man of the Council, said that for thirty-three years they had observe! 
Dr. Biichler’s untiring love for work, his tron power of will, his rare sen:< 
of duty. He recalled a beautiful passage in the Psalms: “ Man, howeve:. 
goes forth unto his work and duties until eventide.” That was what Adolp) 
Biichler had done. His ‘capacity for work had seemed inexhaustib! 
“And when,” said Mr. Japhet, “in later years his views were sometimes too 
severe for us——never mind: The master is dead, the chapter of the pa:: 
shall remain closed.” The fame of his erudition had added to the wor! 
wide reputation of the College. 

Mr. ELKAN ADLER drew particular attention to the fact that Dr. Biichle: 
had had an alphabetical list relating to Jewish history and literature, whi 
he had left to the College Library. It would be of the greatest assistan 
to the students. he said. 

The Curer Raper said that Dr. Biichler was a great and original schola.. 

A vote of condolence with the family of Dr. Biichler was passed. 

The members stood in silent remembrance, as they did also to the memo. 
of the late Haham Dr. Moses Gaster. after Mr. Japhet and the Re 
Ephraim Levine had paid tribute to his memory. 

Mr. Jarner said that they honoured Dr. Gaster as a great man in Israc! 

The Rev. Mr. Levine said that Dr. Gaster was an original thinke: 
scholar, and historian, and perhaps the greatest orator their Communi', 
had had in the last two generations. 

A vote of condolence. with the family of Dr. Gaster was passed. 

The Council adopted the recommendations of the Education Commiticc 
that the appointment of a Principal to the College be proceeded with ; 
soon as practicable, and that until a Principal be appointed the Chief Rab?) 
should be the Acting Principal. 

In reply to a question on the procedure in connection with the appoin'- 
ment of Principal. Mr. Japuer said as a rule an advertisement was publishe. 
But under present conditions in the world he did not think it would be 
advisable to advertise this position, because they would have applications ' 
such numbers and it would lead to correspondence which. in many case 
was not advisable. They would be very careful to find the most suitab 
man to occupy that position.

Dr. Hertz said that he did not see why people should not have certain 
names in view, and Mr. Japner added that it was their duty to have certain 
people in view.

Dra. M. Erstein made it clear that as far as the Education Commiticc

Dr. Hertz said nothing was clearer than that the appointment was open 
in every way, as Dr. Epstein had said. It was vital that nothing should be 
done in a hurry and without the utmost consideration for the welfarc 
of Anglo-Jewry and for the institution. 

The meeting agreed to appoint Rabbi Brodie as a Tutor to the College 
“as soon as ever possible, at a salary of £500 a year, and that he be a fu!! 
member of the ‘staff and give certain lectures, and that he should also ac’ 
as Lecturer in Homiletics and receive the salary attaching to that officc 
in addition to the salary as Tutor.” 

The Cuter Rape pointed out, in reply to a question, that at least two 
Lecturers at the College had two hours’ more work since Dr. Biichler’s death 
than they had had before. At present they were doing everything in orce: 
that there should be no interruption in their work, and in this connection 
he paid tribute to the staff for their commendable readiness to share the 
extra work. This, he said, explained the meaning of the words “and gi\c 
certain lectures.” 

The Council also adopted the recommendation “that Dr. Cecil Roth be 
appointed Visiting Lecturer in History, to give three hours’ lectures a wee}. 
at a salary of £200 per annum, the appointment. in the first instance, to 
be for one year and one term, commencing in April next and terminatin: 
in July, 1940,” 

The meeting agreed with the Chairman that the present time was no!

ANOTHER EXODUS BEGINS 


Italian Jews Seek Refuge 
HUNDREDS WANDERING IN THE ALPS 


[From our Correspondent—P aris] 


Last Sunday, March 12, was the day when all Jews who had settled 
in Italy since 1919 had to quit that country (save those married to 
lialians or over sixty-five years of age). The exiles were asked by the 
Italian authorities, when they received their notification to leave the 
country, to which frontier they preferred to be directed. Most of 
them opted for France. They were thus sent to the Alpine frontier, 
where cxpert guidés tried to smuggle them into France. A woman 
with a child of eight was thus conducted by an Italian, to whom she 
paid 500 lire, to the foot of a mountain on the French frontier. For 
hours she wandered on foot with her child, until she was found lying 
on the road with her child famished and exhausted but in French 
territory. This is one of many instances, and it is reported that 
thousands of Jewish exiles are wandering in the mountains in an 
exhausted condition without being able to enter France or to return 
to Italy. Many refugees who have succeeded in getting across the 
‘frontier during the last few weeks have been sent to prison. 

Sholem Asch telegraphed from Nice to the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee that exiles from Italy are beifg driven across the frontier at the 
point of the bayonet. Among the 400 Italian refugees in Nice there 
are several with bayonet wounds. M. L. Berson, General Secretary 
of the Congregation of Eastern Jews in N ce, writes that the frontier 
mountains are full of Italian exiles. From villages situated at high 
altitudes hundreds of Jewish families afid childten can be seen climbing 
dangerous mountain paths in the attempt to reach France. Old 
people and children lie about exhausted and are be ng picked up by 
‘ peasants. It seems that the terrible scenes of people trapped in ne- 
“man’s-land, familiar to us from other frontiers, are now finding a 
counterpart in the mountainous frontier region between Italy and 
France, 

A special Jewish relief committee has been formed at Nice to he!p 
the few refugees who have succeeded in securing temporary admission. 
They are mainly sick and exhausted people. . The frontier police are 
on the whole, kind to the refugees and often provide them with food. 

Ht is necessary to draw the attention of Jewish and world public 
opinion to this impossible situation. A new no-man’s-land episode 
in the high altitudes of the Maritime Alps would obvious'y expose 
“a great number of lives to extreme peril. we 

According to reports from Italy, the final date by which Jews in 
question must leave is being tacitly extended to March 30. However. 
the great mass of these people is already on the move. According 
to a report of Le Temps, from Nice, 5,000 people are massed on the 
Alpine frontier. The Pariser Haint reports from Nice that several 
thousand Jews are in the mountains on the frontier, all of them 
in a terrible condition. A couple of Italian refugees who succeeded 
in reaching Paris told the same paper that the Italian authorities 
did not permit the setting up of. Jewish emigration committees. and 
that there was only one refugee committee of the Jewish Community 
Milan. 

It seems high time that the “spirit of Munich” should at last 
manifest itself in some human arrangement with Mussolini with regard 
to the Jews driven by racial legislation from Italy. . 


Over 400 Jews who were expelled from Italy were on Monday 
admitted to Nice.=Many women and children were among the refugees 
who are now being taken care of by the local Refugee Aid Com- 
mittee. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that 200 Jews in Venti- 
miglia, on the French-Italian border, are trying to obtain admission 
to enter France. Several score of them are at present on a bridge in no- 
man’s-land near Menton. 

: Contrary to reports in the Paris Press, referred to above, the Relief 
Committe in Nice estimates that only a few hundred Jews and not 6,000 
are wander.ng in the mountains along the French-Italian border : 

It is understood that 5.000 foreign Jews, including 506 children, 


did not obey the expulsion order. The American Joint Distribution 
Committee -has sent an observer to Nice.

H. Gainsborough» and M. Schwartzman (members of the 
Executive of the Oze), Professor Samson Wright (President of the 
Jewish Medical and Dental Emergency Association), Dr. A. Felix 
(Lister Institute), and Dr. M. Schur (formerly of Vienna). 


Home For Refugee Children 


The first group of Jewish refugee children from Germany and Austri« 
will arrive in Paris shortly under an arrangement between the Jewish 
Committee for Children from Germany and Central Europe and the 
French Government, it Was announced at a conference of the Ozc 
Relief ¢ ommittee. The children will be placed in the Oze Children’s 
Home, which can accommodate 110 children. As the number o| 
Jewish refugee children in France .is expected to reach severa! 
a the Committee is taking steps to organise a second children’s 

ome. 

The meeting also discussed the tragic position of Jewish children 
from Germany and Austria who have recently arrived in France with- 
out their parents or whose parents are not in a position to maintain 
them. It was decided to find room for fifty such children in the Ozc 
Home.

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SALVAGING THE WORLD’S CULTURE 


Professor Macmurray Speaks on Behalf 
of the Refugees 


The salvation of the refugees—particularly those with academic 
qualifications—and their full absorption into the life of this country, 
was advocated by Professor John Macmurray, Grote Professor of 
Philosophy in the University of London, at a meeting “In Defence 
of Culture,” held at the St. Pancras Town Hall last week. Professor 
Susan Stebtiing, Professor of Philosophy in the University of London, 
presided. 

Professor Macmurray critic’sed the natural but misguided attitude 
of those who felt that there was work enough to do in defending their 
own country and traditions without worrying about the refugees. 
“ The problen’ of the refugees is the crux of all problems,” he said. 
“ The solution of that problem is the solution of all problems.” They 
were specially concerned at such a meeting with the considerable 
number of refugees who were servants of learning and science, he 
said. They were the victims of a narrow, feverish patriotism. He 
reminded them of Edith Cavell’s Statement: “Patriotism ts not 
enough.” The plight of Europe to-day was a sermon on that text. 

The defence of culture, he said; was the defence of their own 
humanity. Scientists and others could only serve humanity, not 
exclusively their own country. When, therefore, he appealed to them 
to accept refugees, he did not merely make an appeal to generosity. 
The work of those men had been of benefit to the world. The cessation 
of their work was not merely a calamity to Germany and Italy but 
to them all. 

* There ts in. this situation,” Professor Macmurray continued, “ one 
of the greatest opportunities that has ever been given to this country 
for the enrichment of its cultural and national life.” If, he con- 
cluded, they were. to spend fifty million pounds out of the 600 million 
pounds which they were going to spend on armaments on providing 
for the refugees, it would be far better than if twice the proposed 
amount was spent on armaments. They would have proved to the 
world that England was still a standard-bearer of justice. They 
would gain many allies, not least in the countnes from which the 
exiles came, and it might prove the decisive factor in deciding whether 
there should be peace or war. 

Miss Harriet Cohen, who was to have spoken, sent a telegram con- 
veying her best wishes. “A Physician in Exile,” an Austrian, who 
was also to have spoken, refrained from doing so on the advice of 
friends. Other speakers were Messrs. R. H. Trim, Louis Macneice, and 
Randall H. Swingler. 


REFUGEES AID HOSPITAL 


Great Shortage of Nurses 


The annual report of the South-Eastern Hospital for Children, 
Sydenham, S.E., reveals that the shortage of probationer nurses has 
caused two wards to be closed. 

Five Austrian refugees are, however, helping to make up the shortage. 

The Hospital Committee state: “ The situation is serious, and we 
had no alternative but to close the wards.” 

Iwo English hospitals—the Lenham Tuberculosis Hospital, Kent, and the 
Norwood Cottage Hospital, S.E.--recently asked the Home Office for permission 


to employ Austrian nurses. Both hospitals complained that they found it very 
difficult to get British nurses.

The first proposal is a training centre at Darlington for youths under 


eighteen. After a short period at the centre, the boys will be placed 
on approved farms. 


DOVERCOURT. CAMP TO CLOSE 


Dovercourt Camp, near Harwich, which has been th 
1,500 children from Germany and Austria, is to close at the end of this 
month. It will then reopen as a holiday camp (its original purpose).

MRS. RODEN BUXTON’S PLEA. 


“1f Great Britain were wise in its own interest, it would pay all the 
Jewish refugees at present living in Central Europe, and anxious \ 
escape persecution, to come to Great Britain,” said Mrs. C. Rode) 
Buxton, when she addressed the annual meeting of the Union of Jewis!; 
Women on Monday afternoon. 

Viscountess Samuel presided, and Mrs. Laurie Rosenfeld appealed {o; 
increased membership. The President, Hon. Officers, and Committee were 
re-elected. 7 

Mrs. Roden Buxton, speaking on “Refugees—How They Contribute (9 
Employment,” referred to the plight of the Jewish refugees who ha! 
attempted to leave Italy and were now in no-man’'s-land between Italy an: 
France. She said that under the stress of such terrible circumstances, huma» 
beings were being driven to despair; there was a growing apathy towarc 
the fate of the victims of the greatest crime in history that meant a lowerin: 
of the moral standards of humanity. 

Mrs. Buxton then dealt with the economic aspect of the problem, an. 
showed how fallacious it was to insist that the immigration into this countr, 
of refugees meant that they would necessarily take employment fro: 
British residents. She pointed out that the big stores were arguing for 
more generous admission of refugees on the ground that more customs: 
meant more business and more employment all round. In dealing with th 
population question, Mrs. Buxton was most insistent on the value of an 
immediate immigration to these shores. She pointed out that the presen: 
decline in the bith rate would in the future have very serious results on the 
population both of Great Britain and of the Colonies and Dominions. 

Referring to the embargo on professional immigrants, Mrs. Buxton sa. ' 
that the policy of excluding the best brains from this country was a sect ona! 
one, dictated by those who had their own immediate interests at Feart, anv 
who did not care for the welfare of the nation asa whole. The British publ: 
she declared, wanted the best doctors and dentists, and welcomed. th 
research which weuld lead to the prevention and cure of disease. It wo 
nothing short of a crime that the health of the children, which, if proper! 
and fully maintained, meant a fuller and better life for all, should bx 
sacrificed to the interests of a section of the community. 

Our industries were being throttl:d by individuals, and, what was even 
worse, our future as a nation and as a great Empire was being menaced b\ 
those who sought to pursue a policy for their own interests. Phere were 
for instance, experts who believed that with proper research the ral. 
populations of Africa could have a higher standard of life, a greater measure 
of energy, and would thus become greater potential purchasers of th: 
products of our industries. It was upon the researc) work of docto’s and 
chemists in the sphere of tropical diseases now that the prosperity of the 
Empire in the future depended, she concluded.

Of the first group of nine bovs, who came from Dovercourt and have beer 
in. residence for two weeks, only one is not Jewish. A further group co’ 
ten boys were expected to arrive this week, and eventually the number wi!! 
be brought up to about forty.. The average age of the boys is fifteen. 

Mr. |. Pereths, Joint Chairman with Mr. B, Millar ofuthe Aid Society. 
presided at the ceremony. The Bishop said that this country had alway: 
been a home for refugees and had benefited to a great extent by the: 
coming here. “ These people,” he went on, “are not to be regarded as an 
incubus. They can, | believe. be a great asset to us. They are pcop!l« 
who, in many cases, have held important positions in their own land. We 
welcome them and thank God there is at least one country that is free and 
open for those. who are oppressed.” ! 

The Rev. M. L. Perizweig said of the joint service in which they had 
just participated that it was significant of the standing together of Jews and 
Christians to form a barrier against the new paganism that challenged the 
world.

it is Only during the last few years that the Shanghai Jewish Com- 
munity has grown to an appreciable size. On the whole, it is a very 
poor Community. It possesses a mere handful of. rich men and 
scarcely any middie class, and ts. in consequence without the means 
to shoulder this additional. burden. Thirty years ago the Com- 
munity was very small, but it had suffictent means to supply what 
relief was called for without difficulty. After the Russo-Japanese 
War in 1905 there yas a large influx of destitute Russian immigrants 
who had to find a new home in the difficult circumstances existing 
n China. Seven years ago, floods and countless Japanese restrictions 
im Harbin forced another large batch of Russian Jewish refugees to 
seck Shanghai's hospitality. So, with the grewing needs of a growing 


existence. 

- To permit our local charitable institutions to function, a yearly 
budget of 200,000 Mexican dollars is required. This is collected 
with great difficulty by donations, by appeals, and by the holding 
of various charitable functions. A great many Shanghai Jews are 
e:ther receiving relief or barely making ends meet. Thus the burden 
falls entirely upon the shoulders of the few better-off members of! 
the Community, who have to maintain its existing institutions. These 
include the Shelter House, the Home for Aged Jews, the Shanghai 
Hebrew Relief Society, the Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent “Society, the 
B'rith Polyclinic, the Hospitab and Dental Institute, the Shanghai

FLOCKING IN IN DESPERATION 

It is into such a city, with conditions aggravated by Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, that European refugees are flocking in desperation. They 
are tor the most part peaple of the middle-class, teachers, musicians, 
coctors, dentists, lawyers, tailors, bakers, salesmen, shopkeepers, 
commercial travellers, window dressers. etc. 

A’ small percentage have succeeded in finding employment, amongst 
them some skilled technicians. A few doctors have been drafted 
into mission hospitals; a few have opened up practices and are await- 
Ing patients. Several musicians have been engaged in clubs; several 
shopkeepers have opened up businesses. But Shanghai itself has no 
scope for additional commercial enterprise.

present rates of exchange. This, however, is but a drop in the 
ocean, a tiny fraction of what is needed. In addition, 170,000 
Mexican dollars have been donated for the special work of estab- 
lishing the newcomers, 50,000 Mexican dollars having been given by 
Sir Victor Sassoon, and 20,000 Mexican dollars by a few other generous 
individuals. Rehabilitation is the aim of the Committee, for that 
alone can preserve the morale and energy of the new growing Com- 
munity and offer them a fresh chance of existence. 

As soon as refugees began drifting into Shanghai tn large numbers 
last June, two Committees, the Relief Society for German Jews and 
the International Committee for the Relief of Austrian Refugees, were 
formed to cope with the unparalleled situation. Soon, however, it was 
found that these Committees were inadequate to deal with the 
increasing influx of refugees who began to arrive in batches of three 
hundred at a time and had to be accommodated in a city already 
over-populated and reduced to half its pre-war size. It was, accord. 
ingly, considered advisable to form a larger general Committee, com- 
prising leaders of all sections of the Community, which should 
represent the whole of Shanghai Jewry and which could appeal both 
abroad and locally for funds. The two Committees were amalgamated 
into the Relief Society for German and Austrian Jews and incor- 
porated into the main body of the new Committee for the Assistance 
of European Refugees in Shanghai as one of its sub-Committees, The 
members of this main executive Committee are:—

SUB-COMMITTEES’ FUNCTIONS 

A cursory glanee at the different sub-Committees appointed by) 
the executive Committee will give some idea of the work which :s 
involved. The men and women serving on these various sub-Com 
mittees are voluntary workers, business men whose services are given 1 
their spare time. — 

The most important of the sub-Committees ts the Public Relations 
Committee. The function of this Committee ts to maintain contac! 
with such local authorities as the Consular Body, with the Shangha: 
Municipal Council, and with varicus influential organisations 
abroad. | 

There is a Disbursement and Housing Commitiee. The work of 
this Committee is fraught with very great difficulty, since housing 
accommodation is scarce: and therefore expensive. Rooms and 
lodgings were at first found within the Settlement south of the Creck, 
but as numbers increased, several houses were rented in the Hongkew 
district, and some of the refugees congregated there. Then Messrs. 
E. D. Sassoon and Co. placed at the disposal of the Committee the 
lower floor of their Embankment Building as a clearing house. Here 
new arrivals are accommodated until they have been examined, regis- 
tered, and new lodgings found. A soup kitchen. where 500 people 
are fed three times daily was set up in the Sephardic Synagogue. 
Beth Aharon, Museum Road, by some of the ladies of the Com 
munity, who prepare meals and generally care for the women and 
children. As an example of the difficulties to be faced, the arrival 
of 486 people on the Conte Verde late one rainy night three weeks 
ago created a serious problem. We could not find sleeping accommo- 
dation for them all. Eventually the officials of the Beth Aharon 
Synagogue offered to house the newcomers in the synagogue premises 


_unul. the Committee had time to find other. quarters.” 


SHELTER IN FORMER SCHOOL 

Meanwhile, Jewish Refugee-Centre .No. 1, situated at 138, Ward 
Road, has been completed, and is now beginning to function. It 
consists of two buildings, which were formerly Chinese schools par- 
tially destroyed by the war and which have been repaired, adapted, and 
furnished. The one contains 1,000 beds, a hospital, and a school; 
the other is expected to house 300 or more people. The two buildings 
are separated by a stretch of vacant land. The Centre possesses a 
kasher kitchen, complete with refugee chef, whence meals are served 
three times daily. Other buildings have now been placed dt the 
disposal of the Committee. Gradually we are trying to arrange for 
housing accommodation to be more centralised so that expenses may 
be reduced, 

The bedrooms of the completed building are large and clean, but 
naturally very bare of furniture, though filled with’ occupants to 
capacity. They remind one of a ship with the beds built like bunks. 
This centre haquses bachelors only, young and old, so the youthful 
and more agile will have to use the upper bunks. One wall of the

ANOTHER FALLEN BASTION 
Czecho-Slovakian Jewry’s Unhappy Lot 
FORBIDDEN TO LEAVE VILLAGES 


Another Jewish Community in Europe is being destroyed. The 
400,000 Jews of the former Republic of Czecho-Slovakia are in a 
desperate position. With the proclamation of Slovakia as an “ indepen- 
dent” Republic under Hitler's protection on Tuesday, and with the 
occupation of Prague by German troops on Wednesday, the fate of 
Czecho-Slovakian Jewry was sealed. The Republic in which they had 
been treated as equal citizens and which had set an example to the 
rest of Europe of tolerance and goodwill no longer exists. Nazi 
Germany ts the new overlord. 

Germany has turned Czecho-Slovakia into a protectorate, which 
will, according to Berlin reports, probably be even less independent 
than a protectorate. It will appear on official maps within the 
boundaries of Greater Germany as the two locally autonomous States 
‘of Bohemia and Moravia. It will have no army or diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of its own. The inhabitants will have German passports. 
The German General von Gablenz has been appointed Military 
Governor of Prague. It ts clear that the Nuremberg laws will shortly 
be introduced, 


* Gleichschaltung Begins 


In Prague, Pilsen, Maerisch-Ostrau, and other important: towns of 
Bohemia-Moravia, the Nazi Gleichschaltune has already begun. The 
Aryanisation of the predominantly Jewish-staffed Pracer TAGBLATY 
is, for instance, certain. In Prague, large crowds demonstrated on the 
Vaclavske Namesti, the main square of the town. First a group of 
German students marched in black boots and wearing Nazi emblems, 
shouting “ Ein Volk, ein Reich, ein Fuhrer,” “ Heil Hitler,” and “ Out 
with the Jews.” : 

The new Republic of Slovakia has already introduced dfiti-Jewish 
measures. It has an area of 15,500 square miles, and a population of 
2,600,000. Of these, about 2,000,000 are Slovaks, 200,000 Germans, 
180,000 Jews, 80,000 Hungarians, and 20,000 Ukrainians. 

The Prime Minister and constitutional head of the State is Father 
Tiso. On Monday night he was received in Berlin by Hitler. He was 
accompanied by Dr. Durcansky, who is now the Foreign Minister 
in the Slovakian Cabinet. Dr. Durcansky has publicly stated hs belief 
in the’authenticity of the “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” and 
recently accused Jews of “ ritual murder.” 

In parts of Slovakia largely inhabited by Germans, such as Kremnitz, 
the S.S. have disarmed Czech gendarmes and taken over police duties. 
One of their first actions was to issue an order forbidding Jews to 
leave their villages. 

Hungary's Share 

With the occupation by Hungary of the greater part of Carpatho- 
Ukraine (formerly Ruthenia), the position of local Jewry, who number 
some 105,000, is worse than before. Prior to the notorious Munich 
_Agreement, local Jewry had enjoyed a great measure of toleration. 
But latterly, the situation had sharply deteriorated. The Jews who 


remained in the prévince and were not handed over to Hungary alter 


Munich had no direct legislation directed against them. The Govern- 
ment was, however, entirely anti-lewish, and the Sitch (the army of 
the Greater Ukraine, composed of White Russians and Ukrainians 
from: Poland and Rumania, and armed and largely financed by 
Germany) was never tired of describing the pogroms they would lke 
wo institute. These Jews were. howe\ ee in some Ways more fortunate 
than those who came under Hungarian rule. Carpatho-Ukraine could 
not do without the Jews. There were not nearly enough literate 


Ruthenians to replace them in commerce and the professions. Now, - 


under Hungary, they will become subject to the anti-Jewish restrictions 
in force in that country. 

With the fall of democratic Government in Czecho-Slovakia, the 
position of the Jew has worsened. Like his German and Italian co- 
rcligionists, he must now besicge the foreign Embassies in a hope of 
escaping to another land.

‘MUST BE DESTROYED ” 


Dr. Ley’s threat 
AUSTRIAN AMNESTY EXCLUDES JEWS 


Dr. Ley, leader of the German Labour Front, spake_at the annual 
conference of the Upper Bavarian branches of the Nazi Party at 
Munich on Sunday. He demanded territorial expansion, and said J 
If the Jews succeed in cheating us, the repudiation of the Treaty of 
Versailles will be child’s play to what we will then do. Then the Jews 
throughout the world must be destroyed.” -The Viennese broadcasting 
Station was again used on Monday to pretend to the Slovaks that they 
were in bondage to Jewish masters, and Gauleiter Birckel has broac- 
cast a speech denouncing the “Jewish spirit of profntecing, which, 
he said, still lingered in Austria, although the Jews had been eliminated 
from trade... The anniversary of the Anschluss was celebrated by the 
release of nearly all the non-political prisoners in the concentration 
camps—except Jews. Baron Louis de Rothschild is sull in custody. 

A correspondent informs us that the television stations in Berlin and 
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Hamburg have introduced a “Jewish Hour,” in which pictures of 
alleged ritual murders of Christian children by Jews are shown, as 
well as demonstrations of the alleged cruelty of Shechita, and nests of 
alleged .Jewish criminals and white slave merchants. _ Streicher’s 
lieutenant, Dr. Friedrich Heschke, who is also a contributor to the 
STUERMER, is in charge of the Jewish hour. 

The STUERMER renews its demand that Jews should be excluded 
from omnibuses, trams and the underground, and has started a fresh 
campaign to deprive of alimony women who have been divorced 
because of their “ non-Aryan”™ origin. The State must put a stop to 
“the Talmudic handiwork of the Jewish female blood-suckers,” it 
says,

POLAND AND RUMANIA UNITE ~ 


Over Jewish Emigration Question 
COLONEL BECK TO ASK BRITAIN’S CO-OPERATION 


[From our Correspondent—Warsaw] 


Special importance is atésached here to Colonel Beck’s visit to London 
next month and his intended talks about the Jewish question with 
British politicians. In official Polish circles, it is now freely admitted 
that the problem of finding emigration territories for Polish Jews will 
form one of the main points that Colonel Beck is to discuss in London, 

M. Gafencu, the Rumanian Foreign Minister, who paid an official 
three-day visit to Warsaw, has declared that his Government has 
“ authorised Colonel Beck to raise the Jewish emigration problem 
in London in the name of Rumania as well. Asked by your corres- 
pondent for more details, M. Gafencu said that he had brought to 
Warsaw a memorandum on the Jewish problem and had discussed 
it with Colonel Beck. 

| learn that both Poland. and Rumania will make two requests. 
First, they ask that England and later France shall recognise the 
problems of Jewish emigration as being of first-rate imternational 
significance, and as being capable of solution only by far-reaching 
international measures. Secondly, they ask that England, possessing 
large territories fit for immigration, shall herself make the first con- 
tribution and allow larger numbers of Polish and Rumanian Jews to 
settle in her possessions overseas. France is, I learn, to be asked to 
act similarly. 

Jewish “emigration specialists” in the Polish Foreign Office are 
now, | understand, busy preparing material to be approved by King 
Carol and taken by Colonel Beck to London. The main object of 
these memoranda ts to draw the attention of the Western Powers to the 
Jewish emigration problem and to imform them of the Polish and 
Rumanian attitude. Colonel Beck is to make it clear in London that 
both countries attach the utmost importance to this problem and will, 
in a manner, make their future attitude towards the Western Powers 
dependent on their willingness to provide a solution. 

According to Polish political circles, Colonel Beck intends to. ask for 
the annual emigration of between 40,000 and 69,000 Polish Jews. 
This figure is slightly over the Jewish natural increase per annum in 
Poland. Rumania, | understand, would be satisfied with an emigration 
of about 20,000 a year. 

It is admitted here that apart trom demanding new settlement 
possibilities for Jews Colonel Beck will stress Poland’s interest in 
Palestine and in the proper execution of the Mandate. 


SIXTEEN DAYS WITHOUT MEAT 
Rabbis Protest Against Shechita Ban 


[From our 


Commencing yesterday, Polish Jewry was to enter on a sixteen-day 
n-otest against the proposal of the Sejm Administrative Committee to 
ban Shechita in 1943. They will refrain trom buying and eating all 
meat, including poultry, during this period, This was decided by an 
emergency Congress of Polish Rabbis, 

About 500 Rabbis. participated in the congress at Warsaw. 
Several resolutions were adopted after two days of debates. One of 


‘the resolutions expressed the hope that the Polish Government would 


realise the danger and refrain from making the Committee decision 
a-law. The Congress announced that Shechita was a part of the 
Jewish religion and that its abolition would be a flagrant violation of 
the Jewish religion and the Polish Constitution, The Congress decided 
to proclaim a fast on the day the Committee's decision comes up 
before the House for a full debate. A permanent commission was 
elected to remain in Warsaw to watch over the situation and to summon 


all Rabbis again should the Bill come before the Diet. Jewish’ 


Members of Parliament were also present. 

The “ Bund” and the Poale Zion Left and Right have declared 
their full support of the fight against the abolition of Shechita.’ The 
Socialist Jewish parties are also to appeal to Jewish workers to refrain 
from eating meat, as decided by the Congress. This will be the first 
time that the Left Jewish groups have supported a measure agreed 
on by the Rabbis. 


Jewish Senator Warns Government 


Addressing the Budget Committee of the Senate, Rabbi Rubinstein, 
one of the two Jewish senators, accused the Camp of National Unity 
of having swallowed the principles of economic ‘anti-Semitism. He 
asked the Government whether its supporters did not realise the 
consequences of excluding more than three million Polish citizens from 
the social and economic life of the country, He pointed out that 
Poland did not possess a Maginot Lire and that her line of defence 
was her army, in which every tenth soldier was a Jew.

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LWOW UNIVERSITY CLOSED 
Endek Attack on Non-Jews Provokes Action 


The Polish authorities have decided to close Lwow University 
indefinitely in order to put a stop to the anarchy and rioting there. 
This decision has been taken not because of the attacks on Jews— 
tolerated for years—but because of a brutal assault on a meeting of 
students and professors, 

Endek students beat up professors, students, and leading members of 
the United People’s (Peasants) Party. Eleven students were arrested, 
and the entire Press is now, at last, condemning the riots. The official 
GAZETA PoLsSKA declares: “It is high time to put an end to what ts 
taking place in the universifiés. ~The extraterritoriality which they enjoy 
has turned them into an oasis of continuous violence. *

AN APPEAL TO HUNGARIANS 
Stupidity of Anti-Jewish Bill 


SPONSORED BY GERMANS FOR GERMANS 


A group of Jewish intellectuals have addressed a message to the 
Hungarian people in which they state that Hungarian Jewry does not 
consider the danger of complete material ruin to be as painful as the 
danger of a complete segregation of the Jews in almost all spheres of 
Hungarian life. 

Hungarian Jews have adapted themselves perfectly to the spiritual 
life of the nation, the message declares, and there is no contradiction 
between the interests of Hungarian Jews and the miterests of the 
country. Ht is not true that the Press, the theatre, and the cinema in 
Hungary are influenced unduly by Jews. Many more Jews have lost 
their jobs as a result of the first anti-Jewish law than is warranted by 
the number of registered non-Jewish intellectual unemployed, continues 
the statement. [he second Jewish law will mean the economic 
destruction of numerous lives and not merely a reshuffling of jobs, the 
message states. Since 1870, more Jews have left Hungary than have 
entered it. Can the Hungarian people afford to myure its economic 
structure whose rehabilitation has taken so many years?” 

The second anti-Jewish Bill would affect 550,000 people, including 
between 48,000 and 50,000 people of mixed parentage, M. Andreas 
Tasnad-Nagy, the Minister of Justice, stated last week. the Bill, he 
said, was not the result of any sadism on the part of the Government. 
They did not desire to promote anti-Semitism, but merely to help the 
progress of the Hungarian race. Although the Bill accepted con- 
version as proof of assimilability, the Minister pointed out that it did 
not signify that conversion was to be accepted as a sign of a good 
Hungarian. He admitted that the first anti-Jewish law had fatled 
because of the passive resistance of the Jews. — | 


German Influence 


Vigorous expression was given in Parliament later mn the week to the 
belief that the anti-Jewish campaign was inspired and encouraged by 
Germany, whose object, it is believed, is to enable wnported Nazis to 
lake up the posts in finance and indusiry which Jews are forced to 
relinquish.

GROWTH OF ANTI-SEMITISM IN HOLLAND 


Pernicious Teaching in the Schools 
[From our Correspondent-—-AMSTERDAM] 


Writing in the Labour newspaper, Herr Vorik, Dr. Henri Polak, the 
well-known publicist and former Senator, declares that a violent anti- 
Semitic propaganda is being systematically conducted throughout 
Holland, and that only in exceptional cases do the authorities take 
action. In marked contrast, he avers that if one of the leaders of 
the Dutch Nazi Party feels himself offended by any criticism of Nazi 
activity, the full weight of the law is used against the offender. 

The writer exposes the systematic culuvation of anti-Semitism in 
the schools, and cities among other flagrant instances the case of a 
clergyman, a master at the Christan Lyceum tn Haarlem, who assures 
his pupils that because of their sins God has destined: the Jews to 
tramp the world withoui a fatherland, to be persecuted by the people 
among whom they live. Christian children are taught to regard Jews 
as their enemies and as the murderers of their Saviour. 


Ministers of the Crown decry this anti-Semitism, but is it not con- 


formable with their public duty, acks Dr. Polak, that thev should sec 
that an end ts put to the shameful doctrines that children are made 
io imbibe? It is not sufficient, adds Dr.. Polak, for the Minister of 
Justice to proclaim in Parliament that their Saviour was a Jew. What 
every right-minded person was clamouring for was action in accordance 
with this sentument. 


Public Order Act to Counter Violence 


Not content with the subtler methods of propagating anti-Jewish 
feeling, our enemies are resorting to other weapons. Jewish-owned 
shops: in various parts of Amsterdam have been the targets for attack 
by a group of hooligans attached to an extremist (we possess them tn 
degrees) Fascist party designating itself the Iron Guard. The can 
paign of terror organised by this band consists of throwing stones, 
wrapped in anti-Semitic screeds, through windows of Jewish shops. 
Thanks to the vigilance of the police, two members of the gang were 
last week caught throwing stones at the new headquarters of the 
Refugee Committee, where a window was smashed. ? 

In the Upper House last week, the Minister of Justice announced 
that a new Public Order Act had been drafted designed to empower 
the authorities to act more promptly and more severely with offenders 
against public law: and order. 


MORE ITALIAN JEWS DISMISSED 


In accordance with instructions received from the Italian Govern- 
ment, the shipping companies have notified all Jewish employees of 
their dismissal. The new restriction affects about a thousand Jewish 
families. The Government, however, has exempted Jews connected 
with the services on ships plying between Italy and Palestine—the 
Lloyd Triestino Line. The Government is apparently still anxious 
that Jewish passengers should patronise Italian liners. 

Following the withdrawal of the South African subsidy, the Lloyd 
Triestino Line will cancel its passenger service between Italy and 
South Africa at the end of this month. Cargo boats will continue 
their service. 

Fascist lawyers, backed up by the ReGime Fascists, have raised 
an outery against Italians who still employ Jewish lawyers. Leaflets 
are being distributed in the towns, especially in Milan, urging the 
people to employ “ Aryan” lawyers only, and a demand has been 
addressed to the Government that all Jews should be expelled from 
the legal profession. 

The Poroto p'Irauis, the organ of Signor Mussolini, complains 
in an article of the growing anti-Fascist boycott in democratic 
countries. The paper confesses that the boycott is proving harmful 
to Italian economic, political, and cultural interests. It also admits 
that as a result some old-established Italian firms abroad have recently 
had to liquidate their affairs. “ The time is rapidly approaching when 
Italy will settle all her accounts with her enemies,” concludes the 
article.

Mr. Hofmeyr on Conflict Between Democracy 
and Authoritarianism 


Mr. J. H. Hofmeyr, the Chancellor of the Witwatersrand University, 
made an appeal for the maintenance of the United Party principles of 
national unity and tolerance. He spoke on the eve of his installation as 
Chancellor. He condemned as “ utterly vile and contemptible” the 
pandering to base feelings and the reversion to barbarism that the 
Nationalists desired in respect to natives, coloured people, and Asiatics. 
The United Party, which had adopted the principles of Christian 
trusteeship of the native people and the maintenance and the protection 
of the rights of Asiatics who had made the Union of South Africa their 
home. must not allow itself to be stampeded. 

In another address delivered later. Mr. Hofmeyr said that the greatest 
conflict in the world to-day was that between the spirit of democracy 
and the spirit of authoritarianism. In that conflict, he said, no univer- 
sity worthy of its great traditions could fail to range itself on the side 
of democracy as a vehicle for the free human spirit and for the 
expression of the principle of freedom. Freedom for all to develop 
their capacities to the fullest extent was perhaps of special significance 
in South Africa, and as a nation they would be judged undemocratic 
in proportion as they deprived non-European races of the freedom to 
develop. 


FRANCE’S NEW CHIEF RABBI 
Dr. Isaie Schwartz of Strasbourg

NAZIS AND JEWISH PROPERTY 
Important Swiss Decision 


[From our Correspondent—GENEVA] 


The attempt of the Nazi liquidator of a Viennese Jewish-owned 
banking house to lay hands on the assets of the firm in Switzerland 
has broken down before the Swiss Appeal Court. 

A few days after the Anschluss, a liquidator was placed in charge 
of the firm, and his first step was to expropriate the assets; he then 
asked two Ziirich banks with which the Jewish proprietor of the 
Viennese bank had placed two deposits to pay over these sums. The 
Jew had escaped to Switzerland, and he stopped payment of these 
assets claiming that he alone was the rightful owner. 

The Swiss Court of Appeal was finally called upon ‘to take a decision 
on the legal question whether the German meastires against Jewish 
property had legal validity in respect of assets m Switzerland. It 
dismissed the claim of the liquidator with costs, and ordered the pay- 
ment of the sums to the original owner. 

Such a limitation of the power of disposal as took place in this 
case, said the judgment, was not in conformity with the Swiss con- 
ception of public order, as the German decree violated the principle 
of equality before the law, and this according to general ethical 
conceptions was an improper measure. Were the court to grant the 
measure asked for, this would be to violate the legal sentiments of the 
Swiss people in an intolerable manner, 


PROFESSOR EINSTEIN'S NEW DISCOVERY 


The Cause of Gravitation 


Professor Albert Einstein, speaking at Princeton University on 
Monday, said that he believed he had discovered the cause of gravita- 
tion. What it was he did not divulge, as he intimated that he was

bedrooms is composed ertirely of windows which face those of the 
corridor outside, thus asswing adequate ventilation during the great 
summer heat. Ablution rooms are separate from the main buildings, 
as are also the kitchens and the dining room. The sitting room +t 
warm and cheerful. The inmates seem as happy as can be expected 
in the circumstances. Some help with the work of completing the 
equipment of the building, but the majority prefer to spend their 
lime in town hunting for jobs. The grounds in which the buildings 
are placed are spacious and will allow for sports and exercise. 

The Educatio: Committee have also been much occupied. A 
scheme has been started by the Rev. M. Brown, the Chairman, 
whereby various people “adopt” refugee children for educational 
purposes and pay the necessary fees required to educate these children 
at the Shanghai Jewish School, Seymour Road. Approximately 100 
children are at present receiving tuition by this means, and it is 
anticipated that very soon 150 children will be enrolled at thu 
school as a result of the scheme. 

Acting independently of the Education Committee is the Shanghai 
Jewish Youth Association, under the Presidency of Mr. Horace 
Kadoorie, which is providing free tuition in English to those adulis 
who so desire to avail themselves of the opportunity. At present 
there are approximately 600 on the roll, who are divided into 18 groups. 
comprising 30-35 students per group. Five voluntary teachers give 
their services in the afternoons, when classes are held in the Shanghai 
Jewish School, and two professional teachers hold day and evening 
classes at the Beth Aharon Synagogue. The classes range from ele- 
mentary to advanced English. The S.J.Y.A. is now planning further 
classes at the new centre in Ward Road, where another few hundred 
people will be able to receive tuition. It 1s absolutely vital for the 
refugees to learn to speak the English language with some facility. 

in the Jewish Relief Centre No. 1 a hospital of 50 beds has 
been established, with a resident doctor, Dr. Diedner, and one visiting 
doctor, Dr. Braun. Dr. B. Rosenberg is Chairman of the Hospita! 
Committee. Until the new hospital was established, all cases were 
sent to the Shanghai General Hospital. We have had to cope with 
about 20 cases daily, besides a few requiring isolation. The Shanghai 
Municipal Council, being unable to receive further isolation cases, 
offered to the Committee the old isolation hospital building which 
was abandoned during the hostilities." This will have to be run at the 
expense of the Committee, with its own staff of doctors and nurses. 

The Committee for the Relief of German and Austrian Jews is at 
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present caring for 1,687 refugees. 146 have found jobs and 
can now support themselves and their families. There are 301 
refugees who have been sect up by the Committce, and numerous 
refugees are supported by their own relatives already established here. 
Of course, those who come with funds of their own do not report 
to the Committee at all. The Rehabilitation Fund has enabled 160° 
families to start afresh in life. Some have already made good and 
are returning part of the loans advanced to them by the Committee. 
Though it is not anticipated that all the doctors, dentists, and other 
professionals who have been established will succeed in making a 
living, it is hoped that in time this rchabilitation fund will becom: 
a revolving credit. 

In addition to registering with the Committee, it is also required 
that new arrivals should be registered at their respective Consulates. 
This matter is taken care of by Mr. Paul Komor. Without such 
registration a person is not entitled to consular protection during 
times of crisis and is liable to loss of his nationality papers. 

The Jewish Company of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, captained 
by Capt. N. S. Jacobs, and the B'rith Trumpeldor have been most 
helpful in meeting new arrivals at the wharf, shepherding them into 
waiting vehicles, and helping to settle them in their temporary 
quarters atthe Embankment Building. Through their aid camp beds 
were lent by the military authorities, enabling the newcomers to have 
at least a comfortable night’s rest. They also give their services in 
the Museum Road soup kitchen, and do much to cheer up those 
whose spirits are broken by tragedy and hopelessness. 

As in London and elsewhere, many refugee children are being tem- 
porarily “adoptea” by Shanghai residents, both Jewish and non- 
Jewish. Schooling is sometimes provided for these children at the 
expense of the families who have received them. Everything is done 
to make them forget their past miscries. c 


APPEALS TO ENGLAND AND AMERICA. 

So, in one way and another, the little Jewish Community of Shanghai, 
itself hardly recovered from the recent misforiunes of the Japanesz 
invasion of China, is doing its utmost to cope with the emergency. 
But it has already taxed its financial strength to the hilt. It can do 
litthe more to help the refugees already settled here, let alone the 
vast numbers who are streaming towards this city. Shanghai refugees 
arc therefore becoming more and more dependent upon assistanc2 
from abroad, on London’s Council for German Jewry, on the Joint 
Distribution Committee of New York, and the B'nai B'rith of 
America. A Iitile money has already bren sent from these funds. 
but it is almost completely exhausted, and the Committee is frantically 
concerned as to how to obtain sufficient funds to meet the necessary 
expenses for next month. Mr. Leon Friedman is making a world 
tour on behalf of the Committee in order to collect funds for the 
refugees, and it is hoped for their sake that he. will meet with a 
senerous response.

Surely 
some day those large settlements in the world’s undeveloped areas, of 
which so much has been spoken and written, will come into realisa- 
tion and will offer the innocent victims of Hitler's diabolical cruelty 
prospects such as can never be dreamt of in war-torn Shanghai. 


THE KASHRUS COMMISSION 
A Successful Year 


[COMMUNICATED] 


Mr. Reuben Lincoln presided at the annual meeting of the Kashrus 
Commission held at the Great Synagogue Chambers on Monday. 

He stated that the organisation had collaborated with the Beth Din in 
carrying Out the supervising of functions at: the leading hotels in the 
Metropolis, Some 600 public functions had been supervised, and public 
dinners could now be held at the finest hotels with the dietary laws strictly 
observed. Many of the Masonic Lodges had agreed to have their dinners 
supervised. He congratulated the Commission on bringing into line under 
the authority of the Ecclesiastical Authorities the salt. beef shops and 
Sausage manufacturers. 

In the course of the year, they had been active in still further extending 
the supply of Kasher food on liners. and an effort was being made to see 
that the Australian lines. by which a. new wave of emigration was taking 
place, should be able to provide Kasher facilities for refugees. The 
shipping authorities were anxious to be helpful, although it had to be 
borne in mind that Kasher food meant more expensive and fresher food. 
They had provided 200 Hebrew and English Singer's Prayer Books to ships 
which carried Jewish passengers. 

_Mr. Lincoln said there was an accruing sense of responsibility in the 
Community towards the Kashrut question, and the effect they had made by 
propaganda in the form of public meetings had been useful. He thought 
4 pamphiet should be put into the hands of the younger people to emphasise 
the importance of the question. |

MARCHING ORDERS 


Fascists Get Both Kinds 
KENTISH TOWN NOT INTERESTED 


{From our Special Correspondent] 


Over a thousand “ professional Jew-baiters * had a nice Jong walk 
last Sunday afternoon. Led by the Senior Administrator of the London 
Area of the British Union of Fascists (who is, despite this imposing 
title, a little man), they marched through North-West London, from 
Elgin Avenue, Harrow Road, via Marylebone Road, Euston Road, 
When they got there, at 
about twenty to six, some immediately made a dash for the nearest 
tea-shop. Others asked: “Is it worth while stopping here?”: and 
deciding that it was not, made for Kentish Town Station, and home. 

It really was not worth staying. The local inhabitants remained 
away, and the only people who heard Mr. A. Raven Thomson, the 
Director of Policy of the B.U.F., speak were the remainder of hts own 
Jew-baiting supporters. Jt was rather amusing to hear one of them 
comment: “*Undreds of police, and no b—— Reds. It ain't ‘alf dull, 
aint it?” 

Mr. Ernest Thurtie. the Shoreditch M.P.. who recently sent a letter 
to Mosley asking him to restrain his hooligan supporters, should have 
heard Raven Thomson. He would not then have thought that Fascists 
are concerned with the maintenance of free speech and that an appeal 
to reason and decency would have any effect on them. The B.U-F. 
claims the rights of free meeting and freedom of speech tn order to 
strengthen itself to destroy those rights. 

Raven Thomson arrogantly claimed that they had overcome all 
opposition, and could freely march in any part of London. That was, 
of course, nonsense. The general public was unaware that the Black- 
shirts were marching. and local residents entirely ignored them. They 
had marched to, and spoken in, Islip Street on a number of occasions. 

his march seems to have been an official inauguration of the London 
season. Our “ professional Jew-baiters ~ will, between now and the 
end of September, march very many long and weary miles (and it will 
be the same people all the time) trying to impress the British people 
with their importance.

ANTI-SEMITISM 


‘** Fight Against Racial Intolerance ” 


A few weeks ago, the IrisH Times published an outspoken con- 
demnation of a newly-formed anti-Jewish body calling itself the * Lrish- 
Ireland Research Society.” The STanDarpb, a leading Dublin Catholic 
weekly, has also condemned that body. 

“ The STANDARD,” the article says, “ will hardly be accused of being 
under Jewish influence. On the contrary, it stands for the practical 
application of Christian principles in the public life of Ireland. And 
precisely because we stand for Christian principles we denounce any 
and every attempt to introduce into Ireland racial hatreds such as have 
disgraced so many countries in Europe in recent years. 

* Perhaps,” it continues, “ the circular issued by the curiously named 
‘Irish-Ireland Research Society " may seem to be unimportant and not 
worth serious notice. But the spirit of racial hatred and persecution 
which it seeks to stir up in this country is far too serious a social 
malady, and one of far too infectious a nature, for its earliest manifesta- 
tions to be ignored. Like many virulent diseases, 1t may be stopped in 
its earliest stages, but once allowed to gain headway it secures too great 
a hold, and cannot be curbed. 

* Doubtless there are good Jews and bad Jews, just as there are good 
and bad nen-Jews in every country. We may praise the good and 
reprobate the bad, but to denounce and stir up hatred against a whole 
race is a gross violation of the Christian spirit, and one which has 
been repeatedly denounced by the Church. 

“ We ask our readers,” the STANDARD concludes, “ to combat actively 
every effort to stir up racial intolerance and hatred in Ireland. Let 
no Irishman bring discredit on his country by giving countenance to 
the stirring up of a persecution which would largely fall on the poorer 
and more defenceless of the Jewish families.” 


NAZIS SEEK WORLD DOMINATION 
Dr. H. Rauschning’s Address 


Dr. Hermann Rauschning, the first Nazi President of the Danzig 
Senate, told the Parliamentary Group of the New Commonwealth 
Society, in an address at the House of Commons last week, that 
the aim of Nazi foreign policy was the domination of the world. 

It was not, as was commonly. belteved, he said, restricted to the satis- 
faction of national aspirations, nor was the trek to the East, as out- 
lined in “Men Kampf.’ any longer a major aim of that policy. 
World domination was to be achieved by “a revolutionary, disruptive, 
and destructive drive to undermine the existing world order.” No 
country in the world; said Dr. Rauschning, was immune from this 
activity, though France and Great Britain were marked down as the. 
principal victims. He emphasised that this world revolutionary policy 
Was not supported by the mass of the German people, but was restricted 
to the élite of the Nazi Party, mecluding Herr Hitler himself. The 
challenge to civilisaton which this policy represented could be met 
only if the peace-loving powers reasserted their belief in the principles 
of international law and good faith. . 

Dr. Rauschning’s “ Revolution of Nihilism,” an ‘analytical study of the funda- 
mental philosophy of National Socialism, is shortly to be published by Heine- 


manns. The first extensive review Of the German. edition to be published for 
English readers appeared in THe Jewrsn Curonicie of the 3rd of last month. 


BLACKSHIRT HOOLIGANS IN HACKNEY 
Another Disorderly Meeting 


Nearly 209 hecklers were ejected from a Labour Party and 
Co-operative Campaign meeting in Hackney Town Hall last Friday 
night. In the uproar, crackers were exploded and bad eggs thrown. 


A large squad of police was on duty in the hall guarding fire 
hydrants and préventing the interrupters from exploding stink and 
smoke bombs. Sneakers were drowned by the singing of Fascist march- 
ing songs and the shouts of “ Hail, Mosley.” . 

“ These unfortunate people, like criminals, are the product of a 
decaying system,” said Mr. Herbert Morrison, M.P., Leader of the 
L.C.C., after the hall had been cleared. “It is sad that these boys. 
through economic reasons, should be forced to become the instruments 
of a foreign Government.”

MANCHESTER LITERARY SOCIETIES’

Appeal for National Service 
[From our Correspondent] 


At the annual conferénce in Manchester last week of the Federation 
of Jewish Literary Societies of Great Britain and Ireland, a resolution 
calling upon His Majesty's Government to implement with determina- 
tion the policy of establishing a Jewish National Home in Palestine, 
as promulgated in the Balfour Declaration of 1917 and confirmed in 
the Palestine Mandate of 1922, was adopted. 

Mr. Harry Goldenberg, in reporting on the year’s work, referred to 
the important place which the Literary Society movement was 
gradually assuming in the Community. He praised the work of the 
Manchester Area Council of the Federation in connection with the 
annual Jewish Drama Festival, and suggested that 1 would reflect 
credit on their movement if constituent societies would make an annual 
return to the Federation, prior to the annual conference, of the total 
amounts they had raised and contributed to charities during the year. 
He appealed to the constituent societies to collaborate with local 
refugee aid committees “and to provide honorary membership for 
Jewish refugees: to join actively in the Board of Deputies’. Detence 
Campaign: to co-operate still more closely with the Zionist Movement 
and to rally to the call for National Service. 

The adoption of the annual report and accounts was moved by Mr. 
Sol. Almond and seconded by Miss C. Latiner. Mr. Sydney Needoff 
reported. on the progress of the “ Unit” Magazine, and Mr. M. M.

LIVERPOOL 
EDUCATION AND THE JEWISH YOUTH 
Address by Dr. Nathan Morris 


[From our Correspondent] 


Dr. Nathan Morris, of London, was the principal speaker at a public 
meeting, held at Greenbank Drive Synagogue Hall on Sunday, under 
the auspices of the Synagogue Guild. Mr. Harold Morris, Chairman 
of the Guild, presided. | 

Speaking on the subject of “ An Educationist’s Conception of Jewish 
Defence,”. Dr. Morris said that he was attempting to envisage 
a wider conception of Jewish Defence... In the past, Jews had sought 
an escape from their troubles by way of assimilation. That had seemed 
a hopeful way as long as nations were enjoying a period of economic 
Liberalism, but they were now in danger @f a retreat, if not a flight, 
from the ideals of democracy. But Judaism would survive, and in 
spite of the gloom they would emerge fortified and strengthened. He 
felt that British Jewry was in no immediate danger, but had they the 
right, he asked, to trust to the future for theic children? They had to 
do their best to help their youth to adapt themselves to the changing 
circumstances, and while there was time they must attempt a recon- 
struction of t¥eir Gemmunal life. So far, Jewish Defence had confined 
itself to anti-defamat work, and important and necessary as that 


was, he felt it. was by no means all. Jewish Defence demanded of 


them an economic readjustment and a cultural reconstruction. 

The Rev. Bernard Cherrick, of London, outlined the work of 
Habonim, and Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman also appealed for support 
' for the movement. Prior to the meeting, the Habonim choir rendered 
Hebrew songs.

Expressing the view 
that the financial aspect must not be underrated, Sir Maurice satd 
he felt obliged to say a word about the relative position of London 
and the Provinces. In Glasgow, for instance, whether it was charity 
or Zionism, they had attracted virtually the whole of the Com- 
munity in support, but London had failed to find a common 
denominator. The Provinces were closely organised: London was 
not. If the Board of Deputies could, through tts) Defence Fund, 
or in combination with other appeals, get at the untapped source of 
revenue, then they would have performed a great service to British 
Jewry. “We in Glasgow are not disclaiming our responsibility.” 
Sir Maurice added, “we are asking that our opposite numbers in 
London should be called upon to play their part.” , 

Mr. Neville Laski, in reply, agreed that the proportion of Londoners 
who contrrbute to the good works of the Community was small as 
compared with the Provinces. Outlining the: varied activities of the 
Deputies, Mr. Laski ‘Said there was no country with which they 
had not been in contact in the years he had held office. It was 
sad to think of the circumstances in which communications with the 
different countries had been made. 

An appeal for greater co-operation between Glasgow and Edinburgh 
was made by Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches. In both cities they had been 
working on parallel lines in order to bring about the creation of 
movements for Jewish-Christian fellowship. “Surely,” Dr. Daiches 
declared, “ it is also right to work for fellowship between Jews and 
Jews.” A vote of thanks to the Chairman was proposed by Mr. 
Joseph Mellick. Mr. Greenberg replied. 

In the afternoon, a meeting was held in the Central Hotel, under 
the auspices of the B'nai B'rith and the Jewish Representative Council, 
when Mr, Laski and Mr. Horowitz spoke on the question of Jewish 
Defence. Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., presided, and other speakers included 
the Rev. Dr..I. K. Cosgrove, Mr. Schwab, and Mr. H. Morrison. 
A substantial sum was promised for the Deputies’ Defence Fund.

Matzo Kleis (1) 


Two matzot. Chicken fat or clarified dripping, 


One onion. 2 tablespoonfuls, 
Matzo meal. Salt and pepper. 
Two eggs. Ginger, nutmeg. 


Soak matzot in cold water till soft; then drain and squeeze dry, Put in 
a basin and beat up with a fork. Chop onion finely and fry a golden brown; 
then add, with the fat, to the soaked matzot; season with salt, pepper, 
nutmeg, and ginger: stir in beaten eggs and sufficient meal to bind the 
mixture. 

A little finely-chopped parsley can be added if liked. 

With hands dipped in meal, roll into tiny balls and drop into fast-boiliny 
soup twenty minutes before serving. : 


Matzo Kleis (2) 
Matzo meal, | cupful. One egg. 
Boiling water, | cupful. Chicken fat, 2 tablespoonfuls. 
Chopped parsicy, | teaspoonful. Salt and pepper. 
Nutmeg and ginger. 

Pour boiling water over the meal and stir till well blended; then add the 
egg, fat, and seasoning. Mix thoroughly and put in refrigerator or ver) 
cold place for at least an hour. With hands dipped in cold water. ro!| 
into tiny balls. Drop into boiling soup and simmer gently for fifteen minutes 
with the saucepan uncovered. 


Matzo Meal Noodles 

BEAT up two eggs with half a teaspoonful of salt; add two tablespoonfuls 
of matzo meal and mix thoroughly. 3 

Melt a little dripping in a small frying pan and pour in sufficient of the 
mixture to cover the bottom: when cooked on one side, turn and cook on 
the other. Roll up each pancake and cut across into “ noodles ~ a quarter 
of an inch wide. 

Drop into boiling soup and cook for two or three minutes. 


Almond Balls for Soup 
One egg. Salt. 
Ground almonds, 2 ozs. Grated lemon rind. 

Serarare yolk and white of the egg. Beat up the yolk: add the almonds, 
grated rind of half a lemon. and a little salt. Whip the white to a stiff froth 
and fold into other ingredients. Drop a little from the end of a small 
spoon into boiling fat, and when puffed up and brown drain well. 

Put into soup just before serving. 


Sponge Cake 
Four eggs. Fine matzo meal, 3 ozs. 
Castor sugar, 4 ozs, Grated lemon rind. 

Separate yolks and whites of the eggs: beat yolks with the sugar till 
nearly white: whip whites to a stiff froth; add them and continue whipping 
for a few minutes. Sieve the matzo meal and fold it in together with the 
grated lémon rind. Turn into a shallow (two inches deep) round tin and 
bake in a quick oven (controlled heat No. 6) for about half an hour. If 
in a deep tin, it will take longer to bake. 


Spiced Fruit Cake 
Three eggs. 
Sultanas, 3 ozs. 
Currants, 3 ozs. 
Candied peel, | o7. 
Milk. | teaspooniul. 


Sieve the meal with the spices and 


Butter, 4 ozs. 
Castor sugar, 4 ozs 
Fine matzo meal, 4 ozs. 

Mixed spice, }-teaspooniul. 
Ground cinnamon, !-teaspoonful. 

Wash and dry the fruit; cut up peel. 
add the prepared fruit to it, 

Beat butter and sugar to a cream, add lightly-whipped egg yolk and milk; 
then add meal and fruit: whip whites to a stiff froth and fold in lightly. 
Turn into a shallow greased tin and bake in a quick oven (No. 6) for forty 
minutes. More fruit and more or less spice can be used, according to taste. 


Sand Cake 
Three large eggs. 
Castor sugar, 6 ozs. Fine matzo meal, 2 o7zs. 
Potato flour, 4 ozs. Grated lemon rind. 

SEPARATE yolks and whites of the eggs. Melt the butter. 
flour and meal together. 

Beat up egg yolk and sugar till nearly white: add oiled butter; then the 
potato flour, meal, and grated rihd of half a lemon. Whip egg whites to 
a suff froth; fold into the mixture and beat steadily for ten minutes. 

Turn into a greased shallow tin and bake in a quick oven (No. 6) for 
about forty minutes. 

N.B, The grated rind of an orange can be used instead of lemon, and

AMERICAN HOLIDAY BY CUNARD WHITE STAR (X) 

We have selected our cabin, having received every assistance from 
courteous Cunard White Star officials; we have paid our deposit: we 
have made the special arrangements for the children; we have obtained 
our passport and procured the necessary U.S. visa. And now we are faced 
with something that looks as if it’s going to cause us a lot of worry. It 
is the filling up of the United States Declaration Form. As he handed me 
a copy of this document, an official of Cunard White Star's Leadenhall 
Street, London, office, said: “ Our clients seem to blame us for what one 
of them has called this minor edition of the Spanish Inquisition. But 
seriously, please assure your: readers that it is none of our doing: it is 
simply in compliance with the United States immigration laws. And it's 
got to be taken seriously, not facetiously.” There are thirty-seven questions 
to answer, ranging through one’s family name, nationality, and race. visa 
and passport numbers, reason for entering America, how much cash one 
has, and so on until one is asked if a prison sentence has ever been served, 
if one advocates the overthrow of the United States by violence, if one 
has ever been confined in an almshouse or insane asylum, and if one 
believes in polygamy or anarchism. 

Latest reports from Mr. David Davies, Jewish Supervisor in the Queen 
Mary. and Mr. Oscar Kaller, Jewish Supervisor in the Aquitania, show 
great increases in the number of Kasher-eating passengers. This ts due 
to the refugee traffic, which is still comparatively small, but whose numbers 
may rise considerably when the new American immigration quota is ope». 

Mr. Kaller, particularly, is very keen on arranging Zionist functions on 


board, and it is gratifying to note that the ships authorities place no 


obstacle in his way for the carrying out of these pleasant Jewish affairs. 
No inconvenience is allowed to be caused to non-Jewish passengers by these 
special little arrangements—but, on the other hand, many of the non-Jews 
show much interest in Jewish affairs and are welcome guests at these 
gatherings. | am trying to arrange for the Palestine “talkie films to 
be shown in the Aquitania’s cosy little cinema for the benefit of ship's 
charities. 

Mr. Davies's work lies in another direction. To him come the great 
majority of the refugees, and, after years of Hitlerist persecution. they need 
special directing. Like Mr. Kaller, Mr. Davies is the right man in these 
cases, with the right manner.

CAMBRIDGE AND BETHNAL GREEN CHAMPION 
Won Seventy-four Contests: Lost Only Five

Although premier honours in the London Federation of Boys’ Clubs 
boxing have cluded Harry Steinberg, a member of the 
Cambridge and Bethnal Green Club, his boxing record as an amateur 
in the circles in which he has competed 
since the age of eleven is studded with 
victories. Although he is no_ longer 
eligible to compete in London Federa- 
tion and Stepney and Poplar boxing 
championships, as he will have reached 
the age-limit of eighteen by next year, he 
is by no means disheartened, and intends 
to enter some of the many open amateur 
competitions. He has achieved remark- 
able success in the Stepney and Poplar 
Borough boxing championships, winning 
recently for the fourth successive time. 
For the four years he has entered in 
the Stepney tournaments, he has won at 
the following weights: 7st., 9st. (although 
actually he was &st. 3ib.), 10st.. and 
10st. 7ib., a performance never before 
accomplished. In 1936 he competed in 
the 7st. junior A.B.A. championships, and 
was narrowly outpointed in the final.

He hopes to follow. in his 
brother's footsteps. 

During the last boxing season, Cambridge and Bethnal Green was repre- 
sented by three boys in the Stepney and Poplar Borough championships, 
in the London Federation of Boys’ Clubs tournaments, however, all repre- 
sentatives were defeated. The instructor, Mr. J. Ball, a Lucas-Tooth trainee. 
told me that there would have been many more entrants from the Club 
in hoth these tournaments if only the aspirants had not been under age. 

The lads are Keen to learn, he said, and have the right idea about the 
sport, feeling that it did not matter whether one wins or loses, so long 
as one has fought fairly and for the love of it. The Club boxing team have 
had four inter-club tournaments to date, and four more will be fought 
before the end of June.

HAMBURGER’S BRILLIANT TENNIS 


At the recent Southdean Bognor Lawn Tennis Tournament (writes. 


a correspondent) A. M. Hamburger, the well-known Maccabi player, who 
led his country’s Davis Cup team, when playing for Rumania, won all 
three open events after a week of brilliant play. In the semi-final, he 
disposed of Jack Darkins, a Wimbledon player, in a close match where the 
better backhand stroke and forecourt game of Hamburger kept him just in 
front, the score being 9-7, 6-4.

Perfectly supported 
by Miss Thelma Jarvis, who captains the Sussex County ladies’ team, they 
beat Miss Gladys Southwell and G. I. Bayley in the semi-final by 6-2, 6-2. 
In the final, Mrs. S. K. Hammersley, better known as Miss Freda James, 
was partnered by E. R. Morris. Hamburger and Miss Jarvis gave their 
opponents a beating by 6-3, 6-0. As usual in the doubles, Hamburger’s 
generalship was impeccable, both he and his partner lobbed to perfection, 
varied their game, and in every way kept their opponents completely puzzled 
and uncomfortable. 

_ Having won these three events, Hamburger went on to win the handicap 
singles, Conceding 15.3 to Rawlings, who played from scratch, he had a 
battle to win the first set 8-6, lost the second set 6-4, and won the final 
at 6-2.

HAMBURGER’S BRILLIANT TENNIS 


At the recent Southdean Bognor Lawn Tennis Tournament (writes. 
4 correspondent) A. M. Hamburger, the well-known Maccabi player, who 
led his country’s Davis Cup team, when playing for Rumania, won all 
three open events after a week of brilliant play. In the semi-final, he 
disposed of Jack Darkins, a Wimbledon player, in a close match where the 
better backhand stroke and forecourt game of Hamburger kept him just in 
front, the score being 9-7, 6-4.

Partnered by G. I. Bayley, he won 
the men’s doubles against Darkins and Rawlings, the score being 1-6, 6-1, 
7-S. There was one particularly critical period when Darkins and Rawlings 
led in the final set and required only two points for match. Hamburger’s 
cool brain and generalship, as on so many occasions in the past, steered 
his partner through this crisis to such good effect that Bayley served three 
aces and then volleyed and smashed their way through the opponents’ 
defence to win the final set 7-5. It was in the mixed doubles that Hamburger 
put up one of the best performances of his career. Perfectly supported 
by Miss Thelma Jarvis, who captains the Sussex County ladies’ team, they 
beat Miss Gladys Southwell and G. 1. Bayley in the semi-final by 6-2, 6-2. 
In the final, Mrs. S. K. Hammersley, better known as Miss Freda James, 
was partnered by FE. R. Morris. Hamburger and Miss Jarvis gave their 
opponents a beating by 6-3, 6-0. As usual in the doubles, Hamburger’s 
generalship was impeccable, both he and his partner lobbed to perfection, 
varied their game, and in every way kept their opponents completely puzzled 
and uncomfortable. 

Having won these three events, Hamburger went on to win the handicap 
singles. . Conceding 15.3 to Rawlings, who played from scratch, he had a 
battle to win the first set 8-6, lost’the second set 6-4, and won the final 
at 6-2. It is certain that Hamburger will do well for himself in English 
tennis. He has already beaten such well-known players as C. M. Jones, 
Deloford, Tanasescu, etc., in singles, while in doubles, partnered by his 
compatriot Tanasescu, the British Davis Cup pair Wilde and Butler, the New

ART NOTES 


CONTRASTS AT THE STORRAN GALLERY 
Violence and Subtlety 


There could be few people more opposed in outlook than the two 
painters now exhibit.ng at the Storran Gallery. Henning Nyberg is 
Swedish, though he has lived long in this country and is now -a 
naturalised British subject. His paintings are very obviously masculine, 
forceful, sometimes even violent and crude. Joan Soutar-Robertson 
IS very feminine, subtle, joyous, and sensitive. 

The violence of Mr. Nyberg is entirely unsuited to the paintings 
of flowers and plants. He obviously enjoys painting these because of 
their decorative quality. The only successful one in my view is the 
painting of a prickly pear cactus that seems to shoot up from the bottom 
of the frame to the top in a bristly vertical, a strange and arresting 
composition. A very ingenious picture is that of a tiger crouching and 
staring straight out of the picture. At first glance this seems to be just 
a wild and muddled series of brown and tawny strokes, but, suddenly, 
like the coloured pieces of a kaleidoscope, the whole thing settles and 
forms a readable whole. Mr. Nyberg uses paint with great verve, but 
sometimes the broad, clear brush-strokes and the violent reds, oranges, 
and greens have a mechanical look. He has a rather elementary colour 
sense, and he succeeds best.where he uses least. The head of a young 
and handsome chef in warm and cold greys and browns is a very 
satisfactory piece of work. 

Miss Soutar-Robertsen has looked long and often at Renoir. I 
cannot imagine what she would have done without him, She derives 
completely and absolutely from him, but just because she has studied 
him so lovingly and carefully and because she has discovered in herself 
a Itke sensibility, she has been able to produce these delightful pictures. 
They are full of charm and happiness, the sensual pleasure of varied 
surfaces —the glow of a child's skin in light or shade, the irridescence 
of a balcony shaded from brilliant sunshine, flowers and fruit near a 
window. The little girl sitting on a terrace so earnestly painting is a 
delhghtful little picture which could be improved by the subduing of 
the vermilion ribbon in the hair. This is such an insistent note of 
colour that the eye is continually drawn up to the right-hand corner of 
the picture instead of focusing on the face. The portraits are, I am 
sure, excellent likenesses, but they are far less interesting as paintings. 


A CENTURY OF CARICATURE 


Under the auspices of the Anglo-French Art and Travel Society, 
an exhibition of a Century of French Caricature, 1750-1850, with some 
English caricatures of the Napoleonic period, is on view at the New 
Burlingion Galleries. ht is a most interesting and enlightening show, 
extremely well and intelligently collected and hung. . The one’ fact 
that emerges most strongly. is the early development of the art of 
caricature in England. . 

Ihe strength and virulence of attack, the hard and biting political 
satire, as well as the brilliance and beauty of drawing and colour of 
such men as Rowlandson, Gillray, and Cruikshank have no equal in 
eighteenth-century France. The early French caricaturists are delight- 
ful. They poke fun at social manners and customs, and one cannot 
but be indebted to such men as Carle Vernet, Eugene Lami, and Henri 
Monnier for a piquant picture of the life of the times. But it is not 
until one gets well into the nineteenth century that we get a Gavarni 
or a Daumier, whose bitter indictments and magnificent draughtsman- 
ship lift caricature in France to the level of that in England in the 
previous century.

During the early stages of the latest development in the European 
situation stock markets maintained a reassuringly calm and confident 
appearance. As events succeeded each other rapidly, however, and 
it became evident that they meant nothing less than the complete 
disintegration of Czecho-Slovakia, with Bohemia and Moravia falling 
entirely under German control, confidence was shaken. The first 
reaction was seen in American markets, where prices fell sharply, and 
this quickly became reflected in London markets also. Throughout the 
list, gilt-edged stocks, railway issues, industrials, oils, and other 
securities which in recent weeks had been strongly supported by 
investors were marked down in price. Those who had bought recently 
in the revived confidence of markets closed their commitments, and 
though the volume of sales was comparatively small it was sufficient 
to change the tone of markets. There is no doubt that there has been 
a great blow to confidence which has been growing recently, aided by 
hopeful imdications of trade revival. At the moment, the feeling 
appears to be that we may have seen the worst for the time being, 
and it is hoped that markets may steady without further serious 
reaction. Renewed uncertainty for the future, however, has checked 
fresh buying and the recovery which had been developing. 


NICKEL EARNINGS 

Earnings of the International Nickel Company in the fourth quarter 
of 1938 continued the recovery seen in the third quarter amounting to 
$8,115,096, against $7,552,123 in the third quarter. This brings total 
net profits for the year up to $32,399,470, which is, however, still well 
below the total of $50,299,624 for 1937. The earnings are equal to 
$2.09 per common share, against $3.31 in 1937. Dividends totalled

“We At The Cross Roads” 
Mr. Keith Winter’s New Play 


Mr. Keith Winter, in his new play at the Globe Theatre, sets out 
upon a serious Moral experiment. He supposes a certain original virtue 
in us all, and suggests that the real failures in Ife are those who 
allow the real self to be corrupted, hidden, and eventually smothered 
by a secondary and false personality. 

‘Barry, Helen, Josephine, and Dennis are a cheap. smart set. makine them- 
celves and one another thoroughly unhappy in their several forms of 
nobbish insincerity. They are staying in a Moorish house in Morocco. 
Along come what they regard as commonplace tourists. Laura. Marion. 
john, and Tommy. Soon we perceive that each one of these very ordinars 
people represents the genuine personality which snobbishness and smart 
yake-believe has all but destroyed in. his or her upper-class opposite. A 
mystical development purges the superficial “sin” from Barry. Helen. 
losephine, and Denmis, and we are left. after an oracular pronouncement 
from a blind secretary who stands, as it were, outside the follies of the 
four snobs, to realise that the tourists are so many ghostly creatures who 
nave reinstated the real characters in the formerly unhappy quartet. The 
olay moves slowly at first; and then when the “ idea” emerges. the action 
loses its interest im the mystical process which really supercedes the story. 
Unfortunately, Mr. Winter, as he strays into the mystical regions, trembles 
often on the brink of the pretentious. Robert Harris casily does what ix 
necessary as the blind secretary. Hugh Williams effectively shows us a 
rather unpleasant form of cynicism.

« silly, possessive wife, and Ena Burrill a “ dangerous woman.’ Among the 

courists John Mills distinguishes himself. while Dorice Fordred and 
ill Esmond efficiently perform their limited. tasks. 


Galsworthy’s ** Joy” 
Torch Theatre Production 


[he strength of Galsworthy’s dramatic powers lay in his grasp of 
theme and his ab,lity to express it in the vigorous process of his plot. 

Remembering this, this seldom-performed play of his, “Joy.° which 
the Torch Theatre present thrs week. may be regarded as a deviation from 
his dramatic progress. His iheme here. the difference between personal 
and impersonal views of the samé' problem. is illustrated by the selfish 
and uncompromising attitude of a young and pure girl to her mother’s 
furtation. Somehow the very youthfulness of the girl and the knowledge 
that a little experience wij! soon alter her very green view of life. weakens 
ihe dramatic power of the play. The problem never becomes truly poignant 
necause there is a strong streak of silliness in the girl and a general air 
of the shielded existence she has led. Possibly Beryl Laverick, who [fully 
conveys all the. mmocence and scifish virtue. allows the conservatory 
atmosphere of her character to predominate—-reinforcing the impression 
that the whole trouble is slight indeed. This robs the piece of drama, and 
it ws further weakened in this respect by the producing, which emphasises 
the 1907 period both in costume and terminology. The headache and the 
heartache seem such small matters, and though Iris Baker. as the mother. 
gives strength to the problem of the older woman who stil desires, the 
shape of the play presents her dilemma between love of daughter and 
love of her charming “friend ” from amounting to much. George S. Wray 
nicely. Caricatures a dear old innocent retired colonel, and George Astley. 
us the male ingenue, rightly allows the cxaggecrated youth of this character 
to supply the charm and interest. Romantic beauty and dramatic action 
vet in each. other's way in this piece, and we can be glad that Galsworthy 
quickly abandoned this line for the sterner stuff Which raised his dramatic 
works to classics.

New Comedy in Old Style 


The method of building a farcical comedy in which one of the 
characters carefully lets us into a plot, and then proceeds to carry it 
out, is by no means new. 

It is. indeed. an old style which requires considerable ingenuity and 
sprightliness in the execution if it is to hold the interest.

AUDIENCES WANT GOOD FILMS—NOT STARS 


Will the Hollywood System Go? 


(By Cinema Correspondent) 


The star system, which has held a steely grip on the film industry 
for as long as celluloid has flickered, shows definite symptoms of a 
big decline. 

A survey on the likes and dislikes of Mr., Mrs., and Miss Britain, 
which is being made by an independent authority at the request of 
major renters and British producers, is almost completed. The find- 
ings will prove a tremendous shock to the industry, but at the same 
time will considerably help the future of film production. The cost o! 
making films will fall sharply if the colossal salaries of the stars o! 
to-day are cut down to a sane level, to be established by direct box- | 
office results. 

The report wili establish one thing at least. That, with the exception 
of George Formby—who.is acceptable to all points of the British 
cinema compass and who holds the title of No. | box-office star—and 
two American stars, the star system has never had less of a grip on 
cinemagoers than at present. There are several direct influences respon- 
sible for the coming change. Poor material lowers the dollar stocks 
of a star, and Hollywood has certainly made some poor films these 
last eighteen months. The French film directors, with their insistence 
on having the right actor or actress for the part, rather than a big star 
who is under contract and must be used to relieve the salary dead- 
weight, are undermining the star system, )

British pictures are always accused of failing to develop star material, 
but quietly and effectively they have been paving the way for a new 
day by employing tip-top actors and actresses to fill roles best suited 
to their particular talents. This move is being applied to both cheap 
and expensive productions, for producers find less time and money 
wasted by using a competent artist for a day or so, and the more 
costly films allow casting men to pay good money on a daily basis 
to artists who may be working on the stage at the same time. 


Concensus of opinion has it that it is the film which counts nowadays 


rather than the artists in it. Providing the film public has read in the 
national and provincial Press that a good film is being made, and 
provided it is widely publicised and favourably commented upon by 
the critics, they will go to see it, star or no star. 
The Hollywood publicity machine has built its stars. Every studio 
churns out millions of photographs, thousands of articles, and hun- 
dreds of stunts to keep thé stars stuck on the map, falsely perhaps, 


but nevertheless on the map. If this expensive and intricate machine — 


can effectively change over from boosting stars to bringing to the 
public's notice the relative merits of a production as a whole, then the 


industry will again be able to boast that it can adapt itself to the 


changing order of entertainment, however shattering their problems 
appear at first.

«| MET A MURDERER “—Marble Arch Pavilion (“A” Certificate) 

Outstanding in this week's programme, this picture is the reply direct 
to recent inexpensive and brilliant foreign films, and does honour to 
British movies. The first independent production of Roy Kellino, 
brilliant young cameraman, it is directed with vision and great effect 
and acted with refreshing naturalness by ‘James Mason and Pamela 
Ostrer Kellino. Rare beauty in the photography of English countryside 
alone would make the film worth seeing. 

The grim story of the farmer who murders a nagging wife and 
finds brief happiness with a young authoress before the hunt catches 
up with him is forcefully marched to its inevitably tragic finish. 
it is small wonder that it falters occasionally and that the opening 
almost fails to capture attention, for Kellino has attempted too much 
and achieved almost all. Directorial touches that would make a Holly- 
wood reputation overnight are almost too frequent up to the pulsating 
finish, with fox-hunt and man-hunt blended in a parallel of -relentless 
fate.

Circus pictures usually depend more on exciting plot than realistic 
atmosphere for their success, but in the hands of Jacques Feyder this 
brittle melodrama of the private lives of the circus folk becomes 
convincing because of the authentic atmosphere and sensitive direction 
of the principals. Francoise Rosay is so much at home as Flora, the 
lion-tamer, that one hardly reconciles her with her part in “ Un Carnet 
de Bal.” Andre Brule, as Fernand, her husband, and Marie Glory, 
as Pepita, the equestrienne minx, provide polished gems of characterisa- 
tion which-glow steadily beside the brilliance of Mme. Rosay’s 
performance. The human interest of the play and the faultless per- 
formance of all players in unusual. settings holds -the attention 
throughout. As is usual in French films, the photography is note- 
worthy and the lighting invariably good. 


“ TOPPER TAKES A TRIP “Odeon, Leicester Square (“A™ Certificate) 


Those who saw the original “ Topper” film can look forward to a 
faster and funnier sequel, with Norman McLeod's slick direction and 
even crazier photographic effects by Roy Seawright. For the uninitiated. 
Roland Young is the meek little Topper whose domestic life has been 
upset by the spirit beings, the Kerbys. “Cary Grant” Kerby has 
reached heaven, but Constance Bennett still remains striving to do a 
good turn to Topper which will earn her a place beside hubby. Mrs. 
Topper, the dithering Billy Burke, seeks a divorce in France and meets 
a gigolo baron. Topper follows, and Constance Bennett keeps appear- 
ing and disappearing, with ludicrously funny results. “Mr. Atlas.”

“SO THIS IS LONDON “—New Gallery (“A” Certificate) 

‘Good acting and teamwork by the cast, synchronised with sparkling 
dialogue by Ben Travers, all go to make this film one of the best British 
comedy-farces for a long time. Slapstick, which seems to be the 
bass of most modern comedies, is almost entirely absent. 

A Swedish inventor discovers a new kind of flour and will not 
sell the exclusive rights until he has a guarantee of a world distribution. 
Lord Worthing (Alfred Drayton) and Hiram Draper (Berton Churchill) 
arrange for a joint Anglo-American proposal to be made to Dr.

The high-light 
of the evening, however, was Hubermann’s. performance in the 
Chaikovsky Violin Concerto. Here was a magnificent come-back. 
There was no playing to the gallery at any stage in the work: the 
bowing and fiddling were as beautifully taut-and clean as ever, and 
the slow movement was played with a pensive grace which could not 
have been improved. The opening phrase of the melody given to the 
violin was a remarkable example af perfect spacing and phrasing, and 
though I mysell did not like the tendency to slur down to the first note 
of the second phrase, it is the kind of thing that Chaikovsky justifies. 
So. remarkable was the impression made by this performance that the 
audience forced an encore from Hubermann: something which has not 
been allowed in a symphony concert for years. 

An interesting item in a programme excellently conducted was an 
orchestral arrangement by Anthony Collins himself of Mozart's 
“ Fantasia in FE Minor,” origimally composed for a musical clock.

NEW METROPOLITAN PLAYS ELGAR WELL 


[hough there was at least one bigger work than Elgar's Symphonic 
Prelude, “ Polonia,” in the New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra’s 
programme at the People’s Palace on Sunday, this work made a vivid 
mpression with its ardour, colour, and typical Elgarian musical 
architecture. The impression was heightened by. the orchestra putting 
its best efforts into the work. Each section pulled its weight, right 
down to the bassoons. The rendering of Brahms’s No. 2 Symphony in 
D major was almost as well intentioned, and one could find only a 
few weak spots in the massive backgrounds and mosaics of sound 
which, particularly with Brahms, seem to bristle most wonderfully in 
symphonic works, The Rubinstein piano concerto in D minor, pellucid

and often lovelv—especially in the first movement—is Nevertheless 
much less profound and stirring than the romanticism of Brahm. r 
seemed a pity that the efforts of the soloist, Geoffrey Tankard. were 
here and there thwarted by a not very secure orchestral accOMPpPan iment 
The rapping of Serge Krish’s baton on his stand during this perfor). 
ance could only have served to irritate the audience and possibly disturh 
the orchestra.

OME of the newspapers make a feature of 
horoscopes,’ which, according to your 

birthday, profess to foretell what you may 
expect, or what line of conduct you should 
follow, on a particular day or in a particular 
week. These predictions are based on the so- 
called “science” of astrology, the suggestion 
being that a particular star or planet, or com- 
bination of stars, may affect human destinies. 
{hus if Jupiter or Mars or Venus happens to 
be somewhere or other in the heavens when a 
person ts born he will be lucky or unlucky, a 
rich man or poor man, an apothecary or a thief, 
as the case may be. It sounds a lot of nonsense 
to me, but people believe in it, and have 
believed in it since the world was young. 


IN CHALDEA 

The Chaldeans particularly practised astro- 
logy, and no doubt during the Babylonian exile 
our people became interested, despite Biblical 
injunctions against that sort of thing, and we 
even tind Rabbis seriously discussing the fate 
that may attend those born under the influence 
of -particular planets or born on particular 
days. I hope you were not born on a Monday, 
because one Rabbi says you will be bad- 
tempered. How does he deduce this? Because 
the waters were divided on the second day and 
division and disunity are caused by bad temper. 
Ii you were born on a Thursday you must be 
charitable. because the fishes and birds were 
created on the fitth day, and they are fed by 
Gods loving-kindness. Likewise one born 
under Mars will be a shedder of blood. He 
need not be a murderer; he may be a surgeon 
or a butcher. | 


A SNAKE IN THE KNAPSACK 

lhere: are stories in the Talmud which 
suggest that, though heathens may be subject to 
planetary influence, Israel (by his superior mode 
o! lite and practice of good deeds) is immune. 
Rabbi Samuel was sitting one day conversing 
with a Persian sage named Ablat, who was a 
Iriend of his. A man passed by and Ablat 
said: “ He’ will not return, for a snake will bite 
him and he will die.” Samuel said: “If he ts 
an Israelite he will return.” Presently the man 
came back and Samuel found a dead snake in 
his Knapsack. He made inquiries as to what 
had happened while he had been gone. The 
man said he was a labourer and he and ‘his 
fcllow-workers used to pool their luncheons 
and share the food among them. That morn- 
ing one man had no bread with him, but to 
spare his feelings his friend had pretended to 
take his share as usual and distributed the food 
without saying anything. “ You have done a 
good deed,” said Samuel, who later used the 
incident for an exposition to his disciples on 
the theme “ Charity delivereth from death.” 


AKIBA’S DAUGHTER 

There ts a similar tale told concerning Rabbi 
Akiba’s daughter. The Rabbi had been warned 
by astrologers that on the day of her wedding 
she would meet her death from snake-bite. 
Akiba was rather worried about this prediction. 
The day came when she was to be married. and 
while the preparations were being made for the 
marriage feast the bride happened to stick a 
brooch into the wall. It pierced the eye of a 
venomous snake that was hidden. there. and its 
dead body was found when she took out the 
brooch. She related the incident to her father. 
who questioned her closely as to everything that 
had happened during the evening. She told him 
that a poor man, who was starving, had come 
begging for bread. Everybody was busy with 
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the preparations for the wedding and no one 
attended to his needs, so it was the bride herself 
who gave him her own portion of dainties. For 
this good deed her life was saved, and in his 
next lecture Akiba also spoke on the verse 
“ Charity delivereth from death.” 


YIELDING TO FATE 


I have only room, to mention one other 
Talmudic reference to the belief in astrology. 
A Rabbi is quoted as saying that whoever forces 
fate, fate will force him, but whoever yields to 
fate, fate yields to him. 
dictum he mentions the case of Rabbah and 
Rab Joseph, between whom the choice lay as 
head of the Rabbinical Academy at Pumbeditah. 
Rab Joseph was selected as being of deeper 
learning, whereas Rabbah’s talents lay rather 
in the argumentative field. But Rab Joseph 
declined the post because astrologers had told 
him that he would remain in office for only two 
Rabbah was therefore taken-arnd ruled 
for twenty-two years, and on his death Rab 
Joseph succeeded him, but he survived for only 
two more years. 

I need hardly say that the weight of Jéwish 
teaching is against any belief in astrology, and 
one of the most powerful denunciations of it 
came from Maimonides, who was a scientist as 
well as being deeply steeped in Jewish lore,
